Local  bank  clearings  for  the  first 
three  months  of  the.  year  showed  a  gain

The  progress  of  business  in  Victoria 
during  tho  past  year  is  Well  Indicated 
in  the  customs  returns  for  the  depart- 
mental year  just  closed,  which  ended  on 
Friday.  The  receipts  at  the  Victoria 
customs  house  totalled  $-,965,256.58,  as 
compared  with  $1,724,033.62  during  the 
previous  twelve  months,  showing  an  in- 
crease of  about  a  million  and  a  quarter 
of    dollars,    to   bp   exact,   $1,240,322.96. 

In  every  month  of  the  year,  with  the 
exception  of  June,  a  steady  Increase  was 
shown  in  the  customs  receipts,  the  total 
amount  received  during  the  past  year 
in  import  duties  being  $1,544,203.63  as 
compared  with  $1,240,612.14  during  the 
previous  year.  The  increase  in  the  re- 
ceipts of  the  year  just  closed  was  ap- 
proximately the  total  amount  of  duty 
collected  during  the  previous  year. 

The  month  of  March  just  closed  broke 
all  records  in  the  amount  of  duty  col- 
lected, tho  amount  taken  in  during  the 
past  thirty-one  days  in  Import  duty  be- 
inp  $192,294.90,  as  compared  with  $Ufi,- 
712.77,  an  Increase  of  $75,582.13  over  the 
duty  taken  in  the  same  month  of  tho 
previous    year. 

The  growth  of  trade  is  shown  clear- 
ly by  these  customs  returns,  and  the 
Improving  conditions  are  an  index  of 
the    city's    prosperity.

WASHINGTON,  April  1.— In  a  party- 
caucus,  noteworthy  for  its  harmony  and 
the  smoothness  of  its 
'Democratic  mumk-ia 
of  Representatives  adopted  without 
change,  the  committee  assignments,  the 
economy  programme  and  the  new  rules 
prepared  for  the  coming  session  by  the 
committees  that  have  been  working  in 
the  last  month. 

Tho  important  changes  in  the  rules 
under  which  the  new  congress  will  oper- 
ate are:  The  selection  of  committees 
by  the  house;  a  provision  to  prevent 
hiibustering,  under  the  rules  giving 
nuthority  to  discharge  committees  Sjoni 
consideration  of  bills;  a  provision  per- 
mitting amendments  to  appropriation 
bills  whenever  these  amendments  will 
result  in  retrenchment  of  national  ex- 
penditures; authority  for  bills  to  come 
up  twice  for  passage  under  the  unani- 
mou».consent  privilege. 

In  its  economy  the  Democratic  organ- 
ization decided  that  42  of  the  special 
policemen  employed  about  the  capitol 
could  be  dispensed  with,  and  that  3  2 
clerkships  and  minor  positions  under  the 
clerk  of  the  house  could  be  abolished. 
One  chief  bill  clerk  with  four  assistants 
and  a' stenographer  are  to  take  the  place 
of  the  many  clerks  removed. 

The  six  committees  abolished  are 
those  on  militia;  Pacific  railroads, 
manufacturers,  private  land  claims, 
levees  and  improvements  of  ihe  Missis- 
sippi river  and  ventilation  and  acous- 
tics. 

The  work  of  these  committee's  had 
either  dissappeared  completely  or  had 
been  taken  over  by  other  committees. 

A  legislative  programme  was  adopted 
which  is  expected  to  confine  the  activi- 
ties of  the  coming  extra  session  of  con- 
gress to  popular  election  of  senators, 
Canadian  Reciprocity,  tariff  revision,  in- 
vestigation of  governmental  depart- 
ments, congressional  reapportionment, 
statehood  for  Arizona  and  New  Mexico, 
general  deficiency  appropriations,  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  legislation  and  pub- 
licity of  campaign  contributions.

H.  Turner,  Agent-General  of  the  pro- 
vince in  London,  expressing  their  great 
satisfaction  at  the  work  done  by  him 
during  the  ten  yeara  during  which  he 
has  filled  his  responsible  office.  It  is 
always  with  pleasure  that  we  make  re- 
ference to  Mr.  Turner,  'because  th«y  ar.» 
always  pleasant  relet  eiioes.  r6rsoss.»*y 
he  is  a  gentleman  whom  to  know  is  to 
esteem.  He  was  in  public  life  in  this 
province  at  a  time  when  things  were 
being  carried  on  under  considerable 
stress,  but  it  is  simply  the  truth  to  say 
that,  while  he  had  political  opponents, 
he  had  no  personal  enemies,  which  was 
shown  by  the  fact  that  not  a  dissenting 
voice  was  raised  when  it  was  proposed 
to  send  him  to  London  as  the  represen- 
tative of  the  province. 

The  Agent-General  has  been  for  a  long 
time  identified  with  the  business  life  of 
British  Columbia,  and  his  ripe  knowl- 
edge of  the  province  and  its  capabilities 
bred  in  him  a  confidence  in  its  potential 
greatness,  which  events  have  more  than 
Justified.

AN   IMPORTANT   CHANGE 


THE    HINDUS. 


This  week  will  witness  the  beginning 
of  the  removal  of  the  Songhees  from  the 
reservation  that  they  have  occuried  for. 
so  long  a  time  and  for  the  opening  of 
whloh  to  occupation  by  white  people 
there  has  been  so  long-continued  and  so 
persistent  a  demand.  This  cannot  fail 
to  be  a  very  important  change.  The 
Immediate  future  of  the  city  will  be 
very  largely  affected  by  it,  but  to  what 
extent  and  Just  in  what  direction  one 
cannot  very  readily  forecast  at  the  pre- 
sent  time.  Nevertheless  the  opening  of 
this  fine  area  of  land  fronting  on  the 
harbor,  taken  in  connection  with  the 
extension  of  the  E.  &  N.  railway  an<i  I  Ne 
construction,  of  the  C.  N,  R.,-.  must  in- 
evitably lead  to  results  of  great  1m- 
portance.  We  take  it  for  granted  that 
there  will  be  a 'new  bridge  across  the 
harbor  south  of  the  present  railway 
bridge,  and  that  a  new  trunk  road  will 
be  opened  across  the  reserve.  Fron-  the 
foot  of  Johrison  street  to  Russell  sta- 
tion in  a  direct  line  Is  a  little  under 
1,000  yards.  We  do  not  suppose  that  a 
street  can  be  laid  out  In  a  direct  line 
between  those  points,  for  it  would  run 
through  the  railway  yard,  and  we  only 
mention  the  distance  to  show  how  very 
material  a  part  the  construction  of  the 
proposed  bridge  will  play  in  connection 
with  the  most  direct  thoroughfare  pos- 
sible across  the  reserve.  The  difference 
in  distance  along  such  a  route  and  that 
from  the  oorrtor  of  Yates  and  Govern- 
ment streets  to  the  Fountain  will  bo 
only  slight.  We  are  speaking  now  with- 
out any  Information  as  to  how  It  is  pro- 
posed to  subdivide  the  reserve  or  what 
streets  will  be  laid  out  across  It. 
.  That  the  reserve  will  be  utilized  for 
business  and  other  purposes  Co  some 
extent  at  least  before  the  present  year 
is  ended  is  very  likely.  We  are  n6t  in- 
formed as  to  any  plans  that  are  pro- 
jected for  Its  utilization  in  this  way, 
and  quite  possibly  none  have  yet  been 
formed,  for  until  the  final  announcement 
has  been  made  of  how  the  provincial 
government  proposes  to  deal  with  the 
land  has  been  made,  it  is  premature  for 
any  one  to  form  plans.  Very  great  in- 
terest will  attach  to  this  announcement, 
which  we  feel  sure  will  be  found  to  bo 
In  the  best  interests  of  the  public.

INDIAN    CLAIMS. 


rTJTTJ»B    OT    CANADA. 


Mr.  Arthur  Stringer  has  the  leading 
place  In  the  last  issue  of  Hampton's 
Magazine  with  an  article  entitled  •'Will 
Canada  Come  In?'"  For  the  most  part 
the  article  is  a  well-written  synopsis 
of  the  natural  wealth  of  the  Dominion 
and  a  fairly  accurate  description  of  the 
recent  progress  of  the  country.  Very 
little  exception  can  be  taken  to  it,  ex- 
cept the  suggestion  that  is  dragged  In 
to  the  effect  that,  as  trade  between  the 
United  State*  and  this  country  is  cer- 
tain in  the  very  nature  of  things  to  ex- 
pand, "tlie  ting  will  follow  trade,"  the 
Hag  batntf  thai  of  the  United  States. 
Mr.  Stringer  in  choosing  his  title  and 
In  giving  expression  to  this  unfounded 
opinion,  seeirs  to  have  been  aiming,  at 
produing  something  that  would  be  suf- 
jiciently  sensational  li>  sell.  The  facts 
that  he  states  In  the  body  of  the  ar- 
ticle rutVO  been  stated  over  and  over 
again,  though  perhaps  not  often  in  as 
graceful  a  way  as  Mr.  Stringer  is  able 
to   adopt. 

We  wholly  dispute  the  proposition 
laid  down  by  Mr.  Stringer  Hint  'the 
flag  follow*  trade."  It  is  OS  fallacious 
as  the  reverse  expression  that  trade 
follows  tlie  flag  in  the  sense  in  which 
the  expression  Is  used  nowadays.

trine.  British  trade  followed  the  Bri- 
tish flag,  to  every  corner  of  the  earth. 
The  flag  went  first  borne  by  sturdy  ad-

We  print  a  letter  from  Mr.  Robert 
Tomlinson.  of  Metlakatlah,  dealing 
with  what  he  calls  "The  Indian  Land 
Question."  The  writer  of  the  letter 
ruts  the  ca-»e  :  f or  the  Indians  upon 
the  ground  that  they  are  not  allowed 
to  pre-empt  land  and  that  they  have 
teen  taught  to  regard  the  reservations 
as  theirs  irrevocably.  On  the  first 
poinl    the   answer  seems   to  be  that   as 


vagant  claims  have  been  made  on  their 

behalf,    one    of    them    being    that    they  |  lonB   «s   an   Indian    remains   a   ward   of 


ought  to  have  full  rights  of  citizen- 
ship. This  Is  so  wholly  unreasonable 
that  we  are  glad  to  be  told  on  what 
Beems  good  authority  that  they  them- 
selves do  not  desire  anything  of  that 
kind.  We  are  glad  also  to  be  assured 
that  the  Hindus  in  British  Columbia 
have  nothing  to  complain  of  in  respect 
to  the  manner  in  which  they  are  per- 
sonally treated.  Possibly  an  isolated 
case  of  Injustice  may  arise,  but  such 
cases  oecur  in  respect  to  people  of  all 
nationalities  and   races. 

The  claim  is  made  on  their  behalf 
that  the  married  men  among  them, 
who  have  been  here  for  some  time  and 
are  doing  their  best  by  honest  work 
to  earn  a  living,  and  successfully  so, 
should  be  allowed  to  bring  in  their 
wives  and  children.  We  do  not  think 
this    is    an    unreasonable    request,    but  j  tlon,    not    far    from    Victoria,    and    al

HERE  AMD  THERE 

The  Juvenile  Court   of  Vancouver  has 
been   in    operation   Hinre      June,      and   its 
first  report  haa  been  »BO«4     Judge  Bull 
is   very   well   *alislicd    wltli   its   effect    on 
the  children  of  th.>  larr..-     and     rapidly 
growing  city,     of  tho  hundred  children 
who  have  been  dealt  with  by  the  court, 
or  its   officers,   it   has   only   been   found 
necessary  to  send  two  to  the  Industrial 
school.        The      probation     system      has 
worked  well.     The  report  says:   "While 
all  have  not  made  equal   progress,  and 
some   have  not  shown  as  much  of   the 
true  spirit  as  we  should  have  liked  or 
looked  for;   still,   only  a  few   have  been 
before   the     court     for     subsequent  of- 
fences."    This  is,   perhaps,  as   much  as 
could  reasonably"fiave  been  hopeu  for  In 
so  short  a  time.    Victoria  ts  fortunate  in 
having   the   Juvenile  Court     established 
•before  Its  period  of  rapid     growth     has 
progressed  so  far  as  to  make  It  difficult 
to  control  children  who  are  uncured  for 
at  home  or  to  whom  a  large  city  offers 
temptations  to  evil,  which  they  are  not 
strong   enough   to   withstand.     There  is 
still  much  to  do  before  the  organization 
can    be   said   to  be   near  perfection,   but 
the  Children's  Aid   Society,   which     has 
done  a  good  work  in  caring  for  neglect- 
ed and    Ufiiiutueiii.   vaiiiuitiii  lo    Still  Striv- 
ing to  bring  about  better  conditions.     In 
this  It  should  have  the  co-operation  of 
the  citizens. 


Industrial  Home 
It  is  satisfactory  to  learn  that  a 
home  for  delinquent  girls  will  be  estab- 
lished next  year  by  the  government  of 
the  province.  In  the  meantime  every 
agency  through  which  good  women  can 
work  should  be  taken  tiuvanitt^o  of  to 
keen  our  girls  from  becoming  Inmates 
of  such  a  home.  Much  risk  would  be 
prevented  if  parents  could  be  persuaded 
not  to  take  their  girls  from  school  until 
they  have  either  sufficient  occupation 
fur  thrui  at  home,  or  until  they  must  go 
to  work  for  others.  That  many  parents 
do  allow  girls  to  leave  school  too  young 
may  be  easily  seen  by  the  groups  of 
children  to  be  met  on  the  streets  during    Important.     These 


.Mrs.  Macdonald'a  description  of  the 
ttoii  being  done  among  t tie  Imraigrattle 
of  the  Middle  West,  should  show  all 
British  Columbians  the  n«*«l  of  being 
prepared  to  deal  with  the  situation  that 
will  very  soon  arise  here.  Already  little 
groups  of  settlers  are  making  their 
homes  here  and  Unsre  in  the  forest,  by 
the  riverside  or  along  the  coast.  They 
will  need  nurses,  doctors,  ministers  and 
schools.  The  latter,  the  government  has 
undertaken  to  supply,  and  wherever  half 
0  score  of  child  ion  can  be  collected  a 
school  is  built.  The  ho.-'pltals  establish- 
ed by  the  Columbia  Coast  Mission  ori  the 
'eastern  shore  of  Vancouver  Island  are 
accomplishing  an  important  work.  But 
there  are  many  districts  where  a  purse 
is  needed,  though  it  would  be  hopeless 
to  think  of  supporting  a  hospital.  This 
province  has  b^en,  yand  is  likely  to  be, 
fortunate  in  that  tho  proportion  of  Im- 
migrants from  Great  Britain,  the  United 
States  and  Eastern  Canada  Is  relatively 
large.  This  does  not,  however,  render 
it  less,  but  more  necessary,  to  provide 
for  the  needs,  both  physical  and  spirit- 
ual. Of  those  who  live  in  l'omote  Settle- 
ments. 

In  this  connection  It  is  well  to  remem- 
ber that  tiler's  1»  no  greater  work  being 
done  in   the   making  of  a  Canadian  na- 
tion than  that     of     the     district  school 
teacher.      It  is  she  who  gives   the  chil- 
dren of    the   stranger    or    the    foreigner 
their  first  impressions  of  the  ideals  and 
principles  which  animate  Canadians.

Perhaps,   from   the   standpoint     of     the 
boys  and  girls  who  come  here  to  learn 
our  language  and  to  acquire  our  habits, 
this  is  not  a  misfortune.    A  good  woman 
comes   into    very    close    touch   with    the 
children  she  teaches.     The  most  impor- 
tant lessons  she  gives  are  not  derived 
from  books,   though  her  skill  and  faith- 
fulness in  imparting  knowledge  are  very

These  girls  learn 
foolish  and  wrong  ways  of  acting,  which 
are  very  hard  to  overcome  in  after  years. 
Mothers  who  entrust  their  little  ones  to 
the  care  of  quite  young  girls  would  be 
wise  both  for  their  sakes  and  for  the 
good  of  their  own  children  to  forbid,  ex- 
cept under  cases  of  spec.al  necessity, 
visits  to  the  •  crowded  streets.  The 
bustle  and  excitement  are  bad  for  the 
babies,  and  the  Older' children  are  likely 
to  meet  with  companions  whose  influ- 
ence is  not  good.  , 

The  schools  themselves,  could  do  more, 
perhaps,  to  hold  the  girls  and  boys  than 
is,  done  at  present.  There  are  already 
numbers  of  children  arriving  *every  day 
from  the  United  States,  from  Great  Bri- 
tain and  from  other  countries  as  well 
as  from  Eastern  Canada  and  many  more 
will  come.  The  school  systems  of  none 
of  these  is  quite  like  our  own.

A  woman  writing  to  the  Toronto 
Globe  quotes  the  statement  of  a  gen- 
tleman who  declared  that  "Canadian 
women  are  not  fit  to  vote.  There  are 
not  two  hundred  women  in  Ontario  who 
take  an  intelligent  Interest  In  public  af- 
fairs, and  if  you  gave  the  rest  the  vote 
today  they  would   not  use  it" 

The  lady  put  in  a  plea  for  the  loyal- 
ist women  who  had  done  such  noble 
work  in  laying  the  foundations  of  Can- 
ada Whereupon,  her  very  frank,  if  not 
brutal  opponent,  burst  out:  "The  loyal- 
ist women,  indeed;  their  time  -Med  out 
a  long  time  ago — our  present  Canadian 
women  are  not  fit  to  tie  the  shoe-strings 
of  these  womon — I  know  them  better 
than  you  do." 

The  latter  part  of  this  speech  need 
not  be  taken  too  seriously,  There  is 
always  a  disposition  to  place  the 
"Golden  Age"  in  the  past.  The  scenes 
of  our  childhood  are  proverbially  dear. 
It  must  be  remembered,  too,  that  grand- 
daughters and  great  granddaughters  of 
the  women  who  were  pioneers  in  East- 
ern Canada  are  bravely  facing  condi- 
tions In  the  west  and  north  of  the 
country  which  require  as  much  heroism 
as  tried  the  courage  and  endurance  of 
their  forbears. 

But  the  assertion  that  Canadian 
women  are  not  fit  to  •  vote  is  another 
matter.  It  is  no  argument  to  say  that 
lucre  are  thousands  of  Ig.iorant  and 
prejudiced  and  corrupt  men  who  vote 
at  every  election.  It  is  true,  no  doubt, 
that  many  women  are  ignorant  of  the 
great"  issues  of  politics.  It  is,  however, 
certain  that  if  they  are  entrusted  with 
political  power  they  will  prepare  them- 
selves to  exercise  it  intelligently.  He 
would  be  a  very  ignorant  man  who 
would  say  that  women  could  not  study 
political  economy  as  well  as  men. 
Whether  the  majority  of  women  in 
Canada  will  be  wise  to  devote  their  time 
to   this   pursuit  is  another  question.

EASY  VICTORY 


Victoria's  Pros,  Put  it  All  Over 
Amateurs  in  Yesterday's 
Ball  Game—Score,  Thirteen 
to  Nil 


The  gallant  Knights  of  Columbus 
looked  more  like  two  spots  when  yes- 
terday's match,  mercifully  abbreviated 
by  two  innings  to  allow  the  visitors 
to  catch  the  outgoing  Seattle  boat, 
was  concluded.  The  Victoria  pros  took 
their  measure  by  a  score  of  13  to  0. 

But  perhaps  it  is  cruel  to  refer  thus 
harshly  to  the  visitors'  exhibition  for, 


after  all,   they  didn't  come  pretending 
to  be  any  more  than  high  class  ama- 
teurs and  in  Friday's  match  they  gave 
spectators  a  real  classy   display.  Then 
luck    broke    their    way    and    yesterday 
it  favored  the  locals.  Another  fact  that 
may  have  contributed  towards  the  re- 
sult is   the  necessity  under  which   the 
Knights'     labored    of    putting    Mallory 
in  the  box  a  second  time.  He  did  well 
in   the   introductory    game   but   it   was 
hardly    to   be    expected    that    ho    could 
go    through    another    and    continue    to 
fool  Householder's  men.  If  he  had  suc- 
ceeded again  it  is  a  safe  bet  that  the 
manager's  axe  would  have   been   busy 
tonight    with    a    vengeance    and      that 
there    would    have    been    something    of 
a   shock   dealt   the     present     peaceful 
camp.

of  satisfaction   to  me  to  be  in  a  posi- 
tion   to    testify    to    the    care    apparent 
in    the    location    In    those    latter    and 
the  good  work  put  in  upon  them.  The, 
north   country   especially   Is   yet   to    be 
made.  It  la  a  land  of  grand  distances. 
Your  policy  of     providing     reasonably! 
good      communication      throughout      aj 
comparatively    unknown    countrv     will ' 
he  abundantly  justified  in  the  response 
of   homeseekers   when    shown   the    way 
before   the   advancement   of   what    wiJi 
be  one  of  the  province's  greatest  dis- 
tricts,   and    an    everlasting    source    of 
satisfaction    to   those    who   dictated    it. 
I   would,   however,   bring  to   your  con- 
,   sideratlon    the   fact   that   wagon    roads 
1    would    he    fal1  8hort  of  utility  where  communica- 
tion   thereby    is    dependeht    upon    the 
""certain  ferry.   Touching  upon  road- 
uilding,  the  advaiilttKea  from  the  use 
of   donkey     engines     in     construction 
work  In  the  heavily  timbered  districts 
of   Vancouver   Island   is   most     notice- 
able." 


An  interesting  and  exceedingly  in- 
formative report  has  just  been  made 
to  Hon.  Mr.  Taylor,  provincial  min- 
ister of  public  works  and  railways,  by 
that  veteran  prospector  and  timber 
cruiser  Mr.  D.  D.  McPhail.  who  has 
presented  in  concise .  form  the  results 
of  his  personal  observation  ami.  in;. 
tiir.ate  knowledge  of  the  country  corn- 
prising  the  valleys  of  Stuart  river 
and  lake,  Tatcher  river,  Trembleur 
lake.  Middle  river,  North  Tacla  lako 
and  Driftwood  river— in  fact  of  all  that 
long  navigable  waterway  "stretching 
north  from  .a  point  on  the  line  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  Pacific  opposite  the 
mouth  of  the  Stuart  river  to  approxi- 
mately fifteen  miles  up  Driftwood 
river,  a  distance  altogether  of  ubout 
two  hundred   miles. 

Throughout  a  portion  of  this  dis- 
tance, or  between  the  mouth  of  Stu- 
art river  and  Trembleur  lake,  the  land 
has  been  surveyed  to  the  extent  of 
about  two  hundred  thousand  acres, 
with  probably  as  much  more  "blocked 
out"  for  future  surveys.  From  Tremb- 
leur lake  north  to  Driftwood  river 
and  including  the  lower  valley  of  the 
latter  stream,  250,000 
a  conservative  estimate  of  the  arable 
land,  so  that  to  say  that  there  is 
500,000  joicM  of  desirable  land  suit- 
able for  settlement  adjacent  to  these 
waters  and  lakes  would,  In  Mr.  Mc- 
Phall's  opinion,  be  a  reasonable  esti- 
mate. This  land,  he  states,  will  com- 
pare most  favorably  with  that  of  other 
sections  of  the  same  district  contain- 
ing large  areas,  such  as  the  Nochaco 
and   the   Bulkley   valley. 

Referring  more  particularly  to  navi- 
gation, Mr.  McPhail  reports  that  when 
this  water-stretch  Is  spoken  of  as 
navigable,  it  may  be  saldi.tha*  a 
steamer  was  In  early  days  taken 
through  to  Tacla  lake— the  hull  Is  now 
to  be  seen  on  Trembleur  lake — and 
very  recently  steamers  have  gone 
through  from  Fort  George  to  the  lirst 
of  the  canyons  on  the  Stuart  river. 
l°rom  the  viewpoint  of  commercial 
facility,  however,  the  adoption  of  this 
waterway  as  a  transportation  route  is 
said  to  be  contingent  upon  works  of 
improvement  being  carried  out  at 
various  points.  These,  going  north,  and 
their  approximate  cost  would  be: 
Needed  Improvements

A  property  comprising  one  hundred 
and  twenty  feet  on  Quadra  street 
and  the  same  number  of  feet  on, 
Mason  street,  known  as  portloh  of 
the  Lubbe  Estate.  and  an  addi- 
tional sUty  feet  on  Mason  street 
adjoining,  has  been  purchased  by  a

construction  of  two  wing  dams  and 
the  removal  of  a  number  of  boulders, 
at  a  cost  of  approximately  $10,000. 
Again,  above  Chinlac  for  about  twelve 
miles,  swift  water  prevails,  requiring 
the  removal  of  boulders  In  places  and 
the  provision  of  one  wing  dam  about 
ten  miles  from  the  river  mouth,  which 
would  cost  about  $5,000.  For  the  next 
thirty-eight  and  a  half  miles  the  Stu- 
art Is  a  slow-flowing,  "even"  river,  a 
beautiful  stream  traversing  a  fine 
Country,  more  especially  to  the  east. 
At  flfty-flve  and  a  half  miles  from  the 
mouth,  there  Is  a  short  canyon  with 
abundance  of  water,  but  requiring  the 
removal  of  boulders  at  a  cost  of  $^'000. 
This  is  the  last  obstacle,  Stuart  lake 
being  entered  about  lifty-elght  miles 
from  Its  mouth. 

Tatcher  river,  fifteen  and  a  half 
miles  In  length,  although  smaller  than 
the  Stuart,  runs  plenty  of  water  for 
small  steamers.  Improvements  are  re- 
quired to  provide  safe  navigation  at 
two  points.  The  difficulties  are 'short 
rapids  and  would  be  very  simply  elim- 
inated by  the"  removal  of  the  bould- 
ers. The  first  of  these  rapids  occurs 
about  two  and  a  half  miles  from  Stu- 
art lake,  and  the  second  about  ten  and 
a  half  miles  from  that  body  of  water, 
expenditures  of  $5000  and  $2000  being 
necessitated. 

Middle  river,  connecting  Tretibleur 
and  Tacla  lakes,  with  a  length  of  ap- 
proximately twenty  miles.  Is  an  easy- 
flowing  stream,  upon  which  no  Im- 
provements are  requisite.  Driftwood 
river  is  navigable  for  about  four  miles 
in  which  distance  no  Improvements 
are  necessary  beyond  the  cutting  out 
of  a  long  Jamb  about  one  and  a  half 
miles   from    North    Tacla   lake.     • 

A    Possible    Waterway  < 

It  was  thought  last  year  by  those 
BBffagttd  on  the  project,  that  steam- 
boat communication  rould  Ik-  main- 
tained between  Fort  George  and  Stu- 
art lake,  and  that  experiments  proved 
a  failure,  should  not  be  considered 
detrimental  to  the  ultimate  use  of  this 
waterway  as  a  most  advantageous  fac- 
tor In  settling  the  hinds  a.l  l.u-ont  to 
it.  Mr.  McPhail  does  not  think  that 
(!^&n*'r.<'nee,..in  elevation  between  the 
mouths  of  the  Stuart  and  the  Drift- 
wood river  will  roach  one  hundred  feet, 
ami  it  Is  his  opinion  further  that  this 
route  could  be  made  easily'  available 
ftW  live  mouths  in  the  year  with  a 
nominal    expenditure. 

There  is  at  present  a  wagon  road 
constructed  from  Milne's  Landing  on 
the.  Xerhaeo  river  to  within  a  few 
miles  of  Stuart  lake,  communication 
with  Fort  St.  James,  across  the  Stu- 
art, river,  being  secured  by  InCan 
ferry.  An  extension  of  this  road  north- 
erly would  undoubtedly  cross  the  Stu- 
art river  by  a  bridge  at  the  "Little 
Canyon."  one  mile  below  the  lake,  the 
present  ferry  being  a  long  one  worked 
with  oars  and  poles.  Thence  the  road 
would  follow  generally  the  route  taken 
by  the  old  Omlneca  or  Manson  creek 
trail.  In  Mr.  McPhails  opinion,  owing 
to  its  advantageous  position  along  the 
waterways  just  described,  the  adjacent 
lanu  will  I*    papldly     settled.     There

There 
was   nothing  at    that    time,    in    the  land 
act  to  prevent  them  so  doing.      They 
put  in  their  notices  in  the  government 
Gazette  and    a   local    paper,    and    also 
forwarded  the  deposit  of  fifty  cents  «r> 
acre  required  by  the  act  to  the  Land 
Office.     They  were  refused  permission 
to  purchase  the  land  by  the  Chief  Com- 
mission of  Lands  and  Works,  and  when 
at    his    own    request    the    matter    was 
brought,  In  writing,  'before  the  Hon.  R. 
MaBrlde,  the  Premier,  he  supported  the 
decision    of    the    Chief    Commissioner. 
Then  it  was  that  the  government  lost 
a  chance  for  changing  the  whole  aspect 
of   the   land   question   on   the   Skeena, 
Nas    and    surrounding    districts.       All 
the  Indians  on  the  Skeena  were  watch- 
ing and  waiting  for  the  result  of  these 
(applications.      Had   they  heen  granted 
nearly  every  progressive  Indian  in  the 
district  would  have  followed JiuK;    for 
when  a  ■-boom  occurs,  as  anybody    ac- 
niTnted  with  these  Indians  knows.    It 
is  stronger  than  among  whitemen 

The    B     C.   government    would    have 
had    control    of    these   Indians    and     if 
one  failed  to  pay  his  head  tax  or  vio- 
lated  other   conditions    of    the   a<;t    he 
could   be   dealt   with   as   a   whiteman 
Moreover  all  those  who  had  purchased 
land    would    have    'been    on    the    gov- 
ernment side  as  an  Indian  has  a  very 
strong  objection  to  anyone  else  getting 
for   nothing    what   he   has    to  pay    for 
The  wound  caused  toy  the  government 
refusing    permission    to    purchase    was 
still    unhealed    when    the    question    of 
reducing  the  size  of  the  reserves  was 
taken   up    between    the   Dominion   and 
Provincial  governments     iTust  then  the 
Attorney-General  visited  Prince, Rupert. 
There  chanced  to  be  quite  a  number  of 
the     up-country     Indians     at     Prince 
Rupert   at   the    time,  and    many   were 
present  when  iMr.  Bowser  explained  the 
stand  the  Provincial  government  took 
on  the  reserve  question  which  was  that 
according   as   the   numbers   of   the   In- 
dians decreased  on  any  reserve  a  pro- 
'portlonate    part    of    the    reserve    land 
'should    revert    to    the    Provincial   gov- 
ernment.      This    was     the    proverbial 
last  straw.      It  gave  the  lie  to  ell  the 
I  assurances  that  had  heen  made  to  the 
Indians    by   government,  officials    that 
the  reserves  were  the  Indians  own  and 
unalienable.      The  (Indians  realised   for 
the  first  time  their  true  position.    They 
could  neither  pre-empt,  nor  buy  land; 
nor  even  hold  what  had  been  given  to 
them.      The  'best    of    them    was'  in    a 
worse    position    than     the     commonest 
drunken    whlteman.       Is   it   any   wonder 
they  were  cut  to  the  heart.      The  real 
wonder  is  that  they  are  attempting  to 
obtain   redress   by   the   slow   and   often 
disheartening    process    of    law    and    Jus- 
ice  and   not  by   some  rash,  and  desper- 
ate act     Is  there  a  true  man  or  woman 
in  the  province  who  will  not  sympa- 
thise with   them? 

Ninety-nine  chiefs  gathered  in  Vic- 
toria and  interviewed  the  government. 
What  did  they  ask  for?  Simple  justice 
nothing  more.  We,  say  they  believe 
we  have  an  unextinguished  claim;  you 
(the  government)  think  otherwise.  Let 
,1,,.  question  be  settled  by  the  highest 
tribunal  in  the  kingdom,  we  are  pre- 
pared to  abide  by  the  decision.  What 
Is  the  government's  answer?  .No.  Wo 
will  hide  behind  the  clause  which  per- 
mits a  government  to  refuse  permis- 
sion. Is  this  the  best  answer  that  the 
whlteman  with  all  his  vaunted  superi- 


dlans  of  the  Indians  are  certainly  faulty 
In    letting    this    matter,    In    which    so 
much   that  affects  the   welfare   of  the 
Indians    is    included,    Temain    so    long 
unsettled;  so  that  while  the  Provincial 
government   will   have    to    bear    their 
share,  if  they  will   let  right  rule  they 
will   have   the  sympathy  and   assistance 
of   every    rightminded   person    who    is 
interested    in    the  matter   not   only    in 
the  province  but  also  throughout  Can- 
ada and  Great  Britain.    Right  is  might; 
why  should  they  fear  to  do  the  right. 
If  a   mistake   has   been   made   and    the. 
time    when    this    mistake    could    have 
been  more  easily  rectified  has  been  let 
slip   shall  we  make   It  still  harder   by 
■further   postponement?      Shutting   c-.nd 
barring  the  front  door  and  slipping  out  j 
by  a  back  door  will  not  help,  but  will 
only  add  disgrace  to  the  mistake.

Releasing     Foreigners 
The  Japanese  government  has  made  a 
ruling    thnt    the    merchant   steamers    of 
Japan    enjoying   the   subsidies   are  here- 
after to  be  manned  by  Japanese,  and  as 
a    result    the    Nippon    Yusen    kaisha    is 
dispensing   with    the    British    and    other 
foreign    masters,    mates,    and    engineers, 
who  have  been  growing  less   in  number 
during  the  past  few  years.     Some  years 
ago   tho  Japanese  line  had  British  -mas- 
ters, mates,  and  engineers  on  nearly  all 
of  its   steamers   on   the   transpacific  and 
European    routes,    but    the    majority      of 
these    have    now    been    superseded       by 
Japanese.

Captain  Riley  Tells  of  Arrival 
at  William  Head— 'Passen- 
ger Who  Debarked  There 
Says  Vessel  was  Seaworthy 


The  inquiry  being  held  by  Capt.  C. 
Kddle.  'examiner  of  masters  and  mates, 
regarding  the  loss  of  the  steamer  Se- 
chelt  will  be  continued  until  Tuesday, 
and  the  investigator  is  anxious  that 
those  who  have  any  knowledge  bearing 
upon  the  disaster  will  come  forward. 
After  the  final  sitting  on  Tuesday  a  re- 
port will  be  made  to  the  minister  of 
marine,  and  a  decision  will  be  reached 
by  him  whether  a  further  inquiry  will  be 
ordered.

Capt.  Riley,  commander  of  the  Do- 
minion steamer  Madge,  sworn,  said 
that  he  saw  the  steamer  Sechelt  on  the 
afternoon  of  the  24th  inst.  He  ran 
down  to  the  wharf  just  as  she  was 
casting  off  her  lines  and  asked  Cap- 
tain James  if  he  had  brought  a  "Colo- 
nist" with  him.  Captain  James  said 
he  was  sorrv  ho  had  not.  but  that  he 
would  bring  one  next  time.  He  also 
said  to  Captain  Riley:  "I  took  your  ad- 
vice about  the  landing  and  she  came  in 
all   right  today." 

This  advice,  Captain  Riley  said,  was 
not  given  out  of  any  feeling  that  Cap- 
tain James  did  not  know  how  to  han- 
dle his  boat,  because  he  showed  that 
he  could  manage  and  handle  her  as 
well  as  aryone.  It  was  merely  infor- 
mation of  a  local  character  wherein 
ono  captain  would  naturally  give  to 
another  In  order  to  save  time  and  in- 
convenience. The  local  circumstances 
at  William  Head  are  peculiar  and  It 
was  information  rather  than  advice 
that  was  given  to  Captain  James. 

Captain  Riley  saw  just  four  persons 
on  the  boat,  as  well  as  he  could  re- 
member, the  captain,  a  passenger  and 
two  'deckhands.  He  did  not  take  any 
notice  of  the  ship  as  to  how  she  was 
loaded,  because  his  visit  was  casual 
and  short,  so  that  he  did  not  observe 
any  freight  on  the  top  deck,  although 
he  had  a  clear  view  of  it.  As  a  matier 
of  fact  after  the  few  words  he  had 
with  tho  captain  (the  witness)  had 
turned  away  before  the  bell  was  given 
to  back  out.  The  cargo  doors  on  the 
starboard  side  were  open  as  she  passed 
out  of  sight.  She  would  not  be  a  quar- 
ter of  a  mile  off  as  she  passed  around 
William   head. 

The  weather  at  that  time  would  be 
about  an  eight-knot  breeze,  and  at  the 
place  Captain  Riley  saw  the  steamer 
passing,  there  could  be  no  sea  as  it 
was  sheltered  water.  As  far  as  the 
water  beyond  that  was  concerned,  he 
did  npt  know.  Tho  wind  was  puffy  or 
squally,  accompanied  by  rain.  The 
news  of  tho  accident  was  received 
"^  about  half  past  seven,  and  five  min- 
"*■    utes  after   that   the   Madge  was   on   her 


the  ship  had  a  list  or  not,  but  she  pitch- 
ed heavily  outside  the  harbor  and  rolled 
a  little. 

Was  there  ar.y  danger? 
Oh,   no;  none. 

Did  she  seem  to  have  too  much  cargo? 
No. 

Did  she  ship  much  water? 
Yes,  when  pitching,  she  threw  up  a 
lot  of  water  on  the  port  and  starboard 
DAWS.  She  did  not  ship  any  water 
down  below.  I  saw  no  opening  below  at 
»U.  The  water  shipper*  was  over  tho 
port  and  starboard  bows,  all  forward 
where  she  was  bucking  Into  the  seas. 

Continuing,   witness  said  lie  landed  at 
Williams    Head    with   about   eight   othrr 
men   bound   for   the   same   camp.      There 
were  two  men  bound  for  Sooke,  who  got 
off   the  vessel,   saying  the  weathi-r    was 
too  rough,  and  they  were  too  sick.  They 
said   they   would   prefer  walking.      They 
did  not  say  anything  atiout  the  ship  be- 
ing  unsafe.     In  witness's     opinion     the 
sliip   was   not   unsafe,   and   he    lieaid   no 
one  say  so.     He  could  not  say  whether 
any  passengers  got  on  at  William  Bead, 
nor  whether  any  cargo  was  put  off  there, 
and   during   the   trip     down     he     heard 
nothing   In      the      shape      of   complaints 
about    the   ship   laboring    heavily    or    of 
there  being  any  danger.      There  were  a 
lot    of   foreigners,   all  speaking   in   their 
own  language,   but  he  could  not  under- 
stand what  they  were  saying.     Witness 
left  for  camp  immediately     on     arrival, 
and  did  not  wait  for  the  steamer  to  pull 
out.

master. ^He  had  also  been  for  a  year  as 
ordinary  seaman  in  1h«  Rritinh  ^Tjar^haflt 
service,  and  had  been  In  schooners  and 
other  vessels  between  Boston  and  New 
York. 

Mr.  Kinghorn,  Inspector  of  hulls,  told 
of  examining  the  Sechelt,  which  passed 
a  satisfactory  examination.  He  had 
been  a  passenger  on  the  steamer  in 
rough  weather,  and  considered  her  a 
good  sea  boat.  .

With  a  cargo  of  1100  tons  coiurib- 
Uted  by  17  steamers,  vta  the  T«haunta- 
pec  railroad,  the  steamer  Lorsdale  is 
discharging  nt  the  outer  wharf.  She 
landed  150  tons  of  cargo  here,  including 
tares  boilers  for  the  Chemical  Works, 
settler's  effects  nnil  general  freight,  and 
five  passengers  from  Snlina  Cruz  were 
landed  to  settle  in  Victoria,  they  being 
Mrs.  Alldridge  and  family. 

On  her  southbound  trip  the  Lonsdale 
called  at  ManBanlllo  and  Acapulco,  be-> 
lng  the  first  steamer  to  moor  at  the  new 
pier  at  the  latter  port.  At  Mansantllo 
a  Mexican  transport  was  alongside  her 
with  a  battalion  of  federal  troops,  be- 
ing sent  to  Guaymas  to  cope  with  the 
revolutionists.  Mrs.  Alldridge  stated 
that  on  several  occasions  there  had  been 
alarms  at  Saltna  Crua,  but  the  insur- 
rection had  not  touched  that  port.

The  steamer  Tees,  Capt.  Gillcn,  which 
left  last  night  for  Clayoquot  and  way 
ports  on  the  west  coast  of  Vancouver 
island,  carried  among  her  passengers 
the  24  khakl-clad  slwashes  who  sur- 
vived the  loss  of  the  sealing  schooner 
TJmbrlna.  Some  of  *he  Indians  are 
bound  to  Nootka  and  will  go  by  canoe 
from  Clayoquot  to  the  home  village.

The  Indians  have  filed  claims  with 
the  agent  of  the  department  for  the 
losses  sustained  as  a  result  of  the  loss 
of  the  Umbrina  by  collision  while  they 
were  out  hunting,  and  these  claims  will 
be  presented  to  the  U.  S.  government. 
The  total  reaches  several  thousand  dol- 
lars, being  made  up  of  claims  for  cloth- 
ing, money  and  effects  which  went 
down  with  the  steamer.  There  are 
some  unique  items.  For  Instance  one 
Indian  claims  for  two  pairs  of  trous- 
ers, as  follows:  Sunday  trousers  $3;

The  speak- 
er dealt  In  turn  with  these  nine  point* 
ci  the  law  deflninsr  them  as  the  nine, 
essentials  of  true  manliness:  honesty, 
loyalty,  usefulness,  comradeship,  chival- 
ry, humanity,  "self-control,  courage  and 
thrifty.  To  every  man,  his  honor  must 
always  come  first,  for  that  to  a  man 
Is  dearer  than  life.  As  Shakespeare 
wrote: 

"My  honor  Is  my  life:  both  grow  in  me, 
Take  honor  from  me,  and  my  life  is 
done." 
Let  them  believe  in  themselves  and  in 
each  other,  and  their  netiet  would  tw 
justified. 

Next   to   the   ideal   of  honor— of  being 
true,    honest   and    self    controlled   in   all 
things — let   them   live  up   to  the  law  of 
courage.     Fear   was     more     painful-    to 
cowardice  than   was  death  to    true  cour- 
age.     Let    them    cultivate    cheerfulness, 
that   they    might    face    trouble    with      a 
smile,    and    learn    to    whistle    when    de- 
pression   or      despair      threatened.      Let 
each   scout  make  up  his   mind   never  to 
be   beaten;    to    get   up    If   knocked   down 
In   life's  battles,   and  to  earn  the  proud 
title    of    the    "unconquerable    Canadian." 
The  third  of  the  scout's  most  precious 
possessions   was    thu   quality    of   useful- 
ness.    To  be  able  to  help  others,  a  mar, 
must   first   be   able  "to   help   himself.    To 
develop   themselves  and   to   be  useful   to 
othera_ln    that    quality   of   sovereignity 
and  service  by  the  highest  happiness  In 
human  existence.     There  was  no  happi- 
ness   pure'  and    more    lasting    than    the 
joy   of   self-reliance   and    the   knowledge 
of  conscious  usefulness.     For  those  who 
brought  sunshine  to   the  lives  of  others 
could    not   keep    happiness    from      them- 
selves.

From  Puchou  In  Anhui,  where  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  are  starving  and 
dying,  and  missionaries  and  others  are 
distributing  relief  while  thousands 
fight  for  pittances  to  keep  them  olive 
for  a  day,  coma  harrowing  details  of. 
the  Chinese  famine  conditions.  A. 
sketch  written  by  Mru.  J.  B.  Cochran, 
wife  of  a  medical  missionary  engaged 
there,  which  she  calls  "The  City  of 
Dreadful  Night,"  as  follows: 

"The  Temple  of  the  City  God,  right 
under  our  windows,  a  stone's  throw 
from  our  verandah,  raises  Its  rugged 
walls  and  picturesque,  curved  roofs 
with  as  staunch  a  face  to  the  world  as 
it  has  shown  for  all  these  long  con 
tunies  past;  and  the  old  City  God  him- 
self sits  stolidly  on  his  throne  and 
smiles  calmly  and  benignly  down,  un 
touched  though  his  people,  hundreds 
of  them,  are  starving  and  dying  before 
his  face,  and  his  temple  nas  oecome 
indeed   "The  City   of  Dreadful  Night." 

They  are  huddled  there  in  that  old 
temple,  homeless  and  starving— pro- 
fessional negsar.M  with  their  masses  of 
letters,  and  conventional  cracked  bowl 
and  staff;  people  from  the  city  whose 
homes  have  been  chopped  up  and  sold 
for  kindling  wood,  to  buv  bread: 
decent  country  people  with  their  little 
wailing   children,      who    have   wandered 

•  •  -  -    ...    - V----  —~*-Urt»-         ,V.'m         -it 
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quietly  and  starve  at  home;  parents 
who  have  seen  their  children  one  after 
the  other  starve  and  die.  children  left 
behind  when  the  parents,  having  given 
them  their  last  bite,  staggered  and  fell, 
— they  are  all  there  and  the  old  Idol 
smiles  benignly  down  on  all  these  bis 
children. 

Abandon  Hope. 
"A  few  nights  ago  a  family — there 
were  five  left — gave  up  hope  and  In 
one  corner  of  this  'City  of  Dreadful 
Night,'  the  father  first  strangled  his 
three  children  and  then  he  and  the 
mother  hung  themselves.  A  strange 
sight  this  for  the' City  God  to  smile 
upon  when  the  sun  struggled  in  and 
showed  it  the  next  morning. 

"Two   days    go,    kind   Mr.    Liu,    going 
about    with    bread,    said    to    Mr.    Chen, 
j  "We    will    wait    till    about    ten    o'clock 
in    the    morning,      then    all      who    .are 
able     will     have  crawled  out     to     beg." 
At     ten     o'clock     when     they     entered 
the    temple,     they    found    twenty-eight 
j  men.  women  and     little     children     too 
weak  to  move,  lying  prostrate  perforce, 
before  the  placid  face  of  their  god.  The 
two     Christians      sick      with   pity   gave 
them   food;   but  when  they  again   came 
next  morning,  six,  too  far  gone  to  take, 
the  food  even  when  it  camp,  had  died. 
"Each   morning,  long  before  daylight 
these    two   good    men    take      out      what 
money    we    can   all    give    (for   we   our- 
selves  being     foreigners     and     marked  | 
men  dare  not  give  a  cent  for   fear  of 
mobs)    and    distribute    it    in    coin    and 
food  to  those  who  a.re,  as  Mr.  Liu  says, 
•about  to  die.'     As  these  two  Christians 
enter   the   temple,     the  gaunt  wretched 
figures   rise   up   from   all   the   shadows 
and .  snatch    like    crazy    things    for    the 
food   they  are  trying  to  give  opt.  Once 
Mr.   Liu  held   out  a  bit  of  beancako   to 
a  man  who  stood  swaying  as  he  wait- 
ed, but  the  crowd  cried  out  'Too  late,1 
as  the  man,  bis  hand  still  outstretched, 
staggered  and  fell   dead. 

Nightly   Death   ToU. 

"  'They  die  there,'  said  Mr.  Liu,  'al- 
most every  night.  Some  times  one  or 
two,  sometimes,  if  the  night  has  been 
bitter  cold,  many  more,  frozen  or 
starved    to    death.' 

'  "Oh,  God  pity  them.  These  dwellers 
in  'The  City  of  Dreadful  Night.'  For 
hundreds,  yes,  hundreds  of  thousands,  j 
of  them  are  starving  and  dying  before  | 
their  idol's  benign  smiling  fc«»  «"d 
placidly    folded  hands." 

Rev.  W.  Bostock  writes   to  the  relief 
committee     at     Shanghai     as    follows: 
"Some   time  ago  I   thought  I  was   tell- 
ing you  a.  pitiful  story  when  I  told  you 
of    people    living    on    wheat    bran.      But 
as  the  days  go  by  and  as  I  know  more 
of    the    needs,    the    story    becomes    far 
more    pitiful.      Some    homes    are    to    be 
seen  cooking  nothing  but  the  leaves  of 
trees,    such   as   we  would   use   for  put- 
ting in  a  horse  stable  for  his  bed.     But 
the    worst    thai     1    have    heard    of    has 
been   the  cooking    of   simply   dry   wheat 
chaff.     Now,    how    that  can  be   consid- 
ered an  human  iooli  I  do  not  know  and 
•do  not  attempt-   m  explain  to  you,   but 
that   is   what    is    done.

valley  lies  to  the  south  of  Shawnigan 
lake  and  between  Sooke  and  the  Saan- 
ich  Arm,  in  the  bottom  of  which  is 
a  large  stream  of  clear  water.  From 
what  I  already  know  of  the  country 
conditions  appear  favorable  towards 
the  creation  of  a  considerable  storage 
reservoirs. 

"If,  after  securing  the  small  amount 
of  additional  information  necessary,  it 
should  be  proved  beneficial  to  use  this 
valley  and  stream  In  conjunction  with 
Sooke,  it  would  certainly  save  the  city 
a  very  large  sum  of  money  at  the 
present  time. 

"The  proposition  Is  briefly  es  fol- 
lows :  The  eastern  end  of  the  tunnel 
could  be  constructed  from  the  Saanlch 
Arm  to  the  valley  in  question.  The 
water-shed  of  this  valley  could  be  used 
to  supply  the  city  Immediately.  The 
other  tunnel  to  Sooke  need  not  be 
constructed  Ontil  the  city  had  exhaust- 
ed the  above  system.  This  would  mean 
that  only  about  half  tho  tunnel  work 
would  have  to  be  carried  out  at  pres- 
ent" 

Discussion  on  Report

That  they  got  the  opposition  teams' 
battery  signals  last  season  was  ad- 
mitted, according  to  a  Cleveland  de- 
spatch, and  even  boasted  by  the  Ath- 
letics, but  how  Mack's  men  did  It  was 
a  mystery  until  after  they  had  won 
the  American  league  pennant.  This 
is  no  signal-tapping  scandal.  The 
Athletics'  way  of  getting  the  catchers' 
signals  was  on  the  level.  Their 
secret  was  kept  so  they  could  get  the 
Cubs'  signals  in  the  world's  series, 
which  they  did.  Fred  Falkenberg  was 
the  first  player  to  get  onto  the  Ath- 
letics' system.  The  tall  Nap  pitcher 
knew,  as  did  other  players,  that  the 
Athletic  batters  nearly  always  knew 
what  kind  of  a  ball  was  coming. 
Kalky  spent  several  sleepless  nights 
figuring  it  out.  Here  is  how  they  did 
It:  The  player  whose  turn  It  was  to 
bat  next  stood  waiting  almost  behind 
the  catcher,  instead  of  in  a  path 
straight  irom  the  bench  to  the  home 
plate,  which  was  where  the  next  bat- 
ter of  every  other  team  waited.  The 
player  waiting  to  bat  got  the  catcher's 
signals  from  tbehind.  "Get  on,  Harry," 
meant  a  curve  is  coming,  and  "Touch 
all  the  bases,  Eddie,"  meant  that  this 
Is  a  straight,  fast  ball,  and  so  on. 
The  catchers  gave  their  signals  away 
to  a  player  behind  in  hiding  therefrom 
the  coacherB  on  first  and  third  base. 
Signals  are  given  the  pitcher  by  the 
catcher  extending  two,  three  or  four 
fingers,  or  by  holding  the  closed  right 
hand  against  the  catching  mitt.  Un- 
less the  mitt  was  held  facing  the 
pitcher,  it  was  the  easiest  thing  in  the 
world  for  a  player  behind  the  catcher 
to  get  the  signs.  Falkenberg  had  Ted 
Easterly  give  his  signals  so  they 
couldn't  be  seen  from  behind.  Falky 
laughed  at  the  Athletics  as  they 
stretched  their  necks  to  see  what  Ted 
was  giving. 


Causes    of    Labor    Friction 

Very  few  people,  other  than  thoso 
directly  concerned,  have  any  idea  of 
the  nature  of  the  communications 
which  pass  between  trade  union  of- 
ficials and  the  employers  of  labor 
when  they  are  engaged  in  adjusting 
disputed  points.  When  a  body  of 
workmen  consider  themselves  to  have 
been  unfairly  treated  by  their  em- 
ployers, their  Is  always  a  disposition 
to  deal  with  the  matter  'n  a  summary 
manner,  and  officials  are  Instructed  to 
carry  their  demands  in  a  most  peremp- 
tory manner  to  their  employers.  If 
the  official  in  question  has  not  learn- 
ed the  value  of  the  old  adage  about 
the  soft  answer  which  turneth  away 
wrath,  he  very  often  lands  both  him- 
self and  his  members  In  a  mess,  but 
when  he  knows  his  business  and  can 
talk  his  members  into  a  reasonable 
frame  of  mind,  he  generally  gets  a  free 
hand  In  negotiating  the  matter;  which 
usually  means  that  half  of  the  battle 
has   hecn   won. 

So  far  as  employers  are  concerned 
It  is  nearly  always  safe  to  set  out 
with  the  assumption  that  none  of 
them  desire  to  have  any,  quarrel  with 
their  workers  which  can  be  honorably 
avoided. 

A  similar  thing  .nay-  also  be  said 
of  the  employees. 

The  question  then  arises,  how  is  it 
that  there  are  so  many  disputes  be- 
tween masters  and  men?  The  only- 
answer  to  this  is  that  in  nine  cases 
out  of  ten  the  negotiations  have  been 
bungled.  Sometimes  this  bungling  has 
been  tho  fault  of  the  masters,  and 
sometimes ,  of  the  men,  but  quite  as 
often    as   i'not,    {he    blame    should    be

When  no  further  back  in  the  cool  shades  of  dim  antiquity  than 
in  1891,  or  thereabouts,  the  then  forceful  and  aggressive  Prime 
Minister  of  British  Columbia,  the  late  Mr.  Theodore  Davie 
irlimpsed  with  prophetic  eye  the  dawning  future  of  this  western 
£  oTnce  as-it-is-to-be,  and,  statesmanlike,  determined  tc .seize  the 
psychological  moment  in  making  provision  for  that  golden  future 
by  building  substantially  to  accommodate  the  country  s  H1"!8^ 
so  loudly  swelled  the  chorus  of  provincial  pessimism  that  had  the 
Premier  of  the  time  been  lacking  firmness  amounting  almost  to 
obstinacy,  his  statesmanlike  foresight,  his  genius  of  imagination, 
would  have  gone  for  naught. 

But  Theodore  Davie  was  of  the  type  of  nation-builders— pug- 
nacious, rugged,  positive  and  compelling  He  comidently.  faced 
1  e  sto  m,  mocked  hysterica;  Mainland  threats  of  secession  ridi- 
culed the  rallying  cry  that  the  projected  buildings  would  bank- 
rupt the  country,  and  all  but  for  the  purpose  o  anchoring  the  capita 
at  Vctoria,"  in  time  inspired  his  followers  with  his  Urge  .deal,  and 
builded  confidently  for  the  future  British  Columbia,  which  already 
recognizes  the  clearness  of  his  vision. 

Besides  possessing  the  imagination  that  is  an  imperative  con- 
stituent of  statesmanship,  Premier  Davie  was  practical  on  a  large 
and  worthy  plan.     It  docs  not  require  particular  political  genius 
nor  yet  especial   courage,  for  one  in  such  a  position  as  he  then 
occupied  to  launch  in  a  time  of.  marked  prosperity  and  genera 
coSt,  an  undertaking  hailed  as  comparative! y  stupen J-J.    But 
to  initiate  a  far  from  generally  popular  undertaking  upon  magmft- 
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cent   lines   when   the   governed   and   murmuring 
country   is  feeling  the   pinch   of  lean  days,  calls 
into  exercise  such  qualities  as  mark  the  greatness 
of  the  public  man  capable  of  compelling  his  way. 
British  Columbia  in   the   early   nineties   was 
not  the  prosperous  and  attention-focussing  sec- 
tion of  Canada  that  it  is  today.     Its  credit  was 
infinitely  less,  its  resources  but  vaguely  under- 
stood ;  its  future  did  not  then  allure  an  interested 
world.     Partly  to  provide  for  at  least  a  portion 
of  the  people  during  a  time  of  stress,  the  erection 
of  the  present  imposing  public  buildings  of  Brit- 
ish  Columbia  was  proposed,  the  project  forced 
into  actuality,  competitive  plans  solicited,  the  best 
of  these  selected,  and  construction  begun. 

In  further  demonstration  of  the  statecraft  of 
Theodore  Davie,  it  was  decided  that  the  Provin- 
cial buildings-in-be  should  stand  an  ensuring 
monument  not  only  to  the  confidence  of  its  people 
in  British  Columbia's  future,  but  as  an  object 
lesson  of  a  few  at  least  of  the  resources  of  this 
most  generously  endowed  Province  in  all  that 
enters  into  cound  and  picturesque  architecture. 

And  rounding  out  and  completing  the  sym- 
bolically Provincial  character  of  the  parliamen- 
tary pile,  it  was  especially  fitting  that  a  young 
British  Columbian,  Mr.  F.  M.  Rattenbury,  should 
be  the  creator  and  developer  of  the  great  archi- 
tectural idea.

The  Parliament  Buildings  grew  steadily,  but 
slowly,  being  begun  in  1892  and  finally  completed 
and    formally   opened   in    that   eventful   year   of 
1898,  by  the  eccentric  and  unfortunate  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of  the  time,  the  late  Hon.  T.  R. 
Mclnnes.    Theodore  Davie  lived  but  to  see  that 
day,  passing  away  to  his  rest  during  the  follow- 
ing month.     Like  the  majority  of  great  men,  he 
did  not  live  to  reap  his  deserved  reward  in  public 
gratitude  and  public  recognition  of  his  true  states- 
manship.   Today,  not  only  British  Columbia,  but 
Canada  and  the  wider  world  of  Britain  under- 
stands and  pays  his  memory  homage.    The  Prov- 
ince has  grown  as  pictured  in  his  vision,  not  only 
in  wealth,  in  population,  and  in  world-importance 
more  than  abundantly  justifying  the  undertaking 
so  strongly  inveighed  against  at  its  initiation,  but 
in  solidarity  and  unity  of  thought  and  interest 
eliminating  all  Mainland-Island  sectionalism  and 
parochial    jealousies.     The    buildings    stand,    a 
wonder  of  the  world,  not  only  for  architectural 
symmetry   and    the   unobtrusive   assemblage   of 
characteristic  native  building  resources,  but  also 
of  sterling  honesty  and  economy  in  the  construc- 
tion of  major  public  works. 

It  has  been  said  time  and  again,  and  by  In- 
numerable thousands,  that  British  Columbia  • 
public  buildings  of  today,  from  an  architectural 
standpoint  and  for  perfection  of  finish,  ■*•  ****** 
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t he  finest  in  the  Dominion  and  possibly  un- 
rivalled on  the  American  continent  for  pur- 
pose- of  the  public  service  ill  any  country  of  so 
limited  population.  At  the  same  time  they 
represent  so  modest  an  investment  for  their 
value  that  mere  citation  of  the  actual  figures 
of  cost  excites  derisive  laughter  from  every 
Ameriean  visitor  who  pays  them  his  meed  of 
homage. 

Had  Theodore  Davie  or  any  of  those 
glimpsing  his  vision  of  the  future,  and  sharing 
with  him  responsibility  for  his  course  of  ac- 
tion, dared  to  predict  the  actualities  in  develop- 
ment of  but  a  single  decade,  he  and  they  would 
have  been  laughed  to  scorn,  and  construction 
of  British  Columbia's  most  striking  and  most 
appreciated  architectural  triumph  must  have 
been  long  deferred. 

Yet  191 1  finds  the  parliamentary  pile  whol- 
ly inadequate  for  housing  the  various  depart- 
ment^ made  "necessary  by  the  progress  already 
accomplished  by  this,  the  greatest  in  .the  sister- 
hood of  Canadian  provinces,  and  happily  with 
another  leader  of  men  also  inspired  with  the 
genius  of  statesmanship  and  dominating  its 
political  activities,  ready  and  able  to  carry  for- 
ward such  works  as  are  meet  and  requisite  in 
building  for  the  still  greater  British  Colum- 
bia whose  outlines  shape  themselves  clearly 
before  his  prophetic  eye. 

And    happily   too,   the    same    architectural 
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in  this  young  country's  Capital  upon  the  lines 
which  even  he  dared  not  a  mere  score  of  years 
ago  give  utterance  to  in  planning  the  buildings 
that  are  Victoria's  and  British  Columbia's 
glory  and  pride. 

That,  Mr.  Rattcnbury  had  in  mind — al- 
though cptite  possibly  merely  in  mental  out- 
line— the  possibilities  of  the  future  when  first 
he  sketched  the  features  of  British  Columbia's 
present  Capitol  is  quite  believable.  This  sug- 
gestion must  almost  attain  the  dignity  of  a 
fixed  belief  when  one  examines  with  care  the 
fundamental  features  of  the  plan  that  he  has 
now  prepared  preliminary  to  the  completion 
in*  their  perfected  and  final  beauties  uf  the 
stately,  substantial  and  symmetrical  group  of 
buildings  to  occupy  Parliament  Square. 

These  rough  pians  have  bcon  but  recently 
submitted  to  the  Provincial  Premier  and  his 
Minister  of  Works,  and  fully  commend  them- 
selves to  these  eminent  gentlemen,  as  also  they 
ni'.i.'t  to  British  Columbia's  public,  as  meeting 
in  all  respects,  of  beauty,  group  harmony,  util- 
ity and  convenience  the  no-longer  challenge- 
able requirements  of  {he  British  Columbia-that- 
is-to-be — almost  the  British  Columbia  of  today. 

Instructions  have  accordingly  been  given. 
and  Mr.  Rattcnbury  is  now  industrially  em- 
ployed in  working  Out  the  multitudinous  de- 
tail- so  that  the  final  plans  and  necessary  speci- 
fications may  be  delivered  to  lion.  Mr.  Taylor, 
the  .Minister  of  Works,  before  the  end  of  May, 
and  tenders  may  then  be  called  for  and  .the 
commencement  of  construction  begun,  com- 
pletion being  looked  for  within  the  ensuing 
five  years. 

A  gbn.ee  at  the  ground,  floor  plan  appear- 
ing herewith,  will  make  intelligible  to  the 
most  casual  student  the  general  outline  of  the 
main  buildings'  group.  It  is  proposed  to  first 
proceed  in  construction  with  what  is  to  be 
known  as  the  Library  block.  Utilizing  the  pre- 
liminary appropriation  of  $150,000  made  by 
the  Legislature  at  its  recent  session,  construc- 
tion will  begin  during  the  present  summer  of 
this  particular  building  forming  the  central 
feature   of   the   Superior   street    front-to-be  in 


the  same  manner  that  the  grand  entrance  does 
today  on  the  Belleville  street  elevation.     The 

prevent  dome  remains  the  climax  am!  compel- 
ling feature  of  the  new.  as  well  as  of  the  c^ 
istjng,    fnmta^e  line   and    tout    ensemble. 

Thi6  I.ibraiy  building1,  it  IS  estimated,  will 
cost  approximately  $250,000.  and  will  remain 
both  permanent  and  thorough^  adequate  ac- 
commodation for  the  Provincial  Library  of  the 
future,  a  truly  magnificent  chamber  with  two 
floors  of  offices  underneath. 

The  line  of  the  present  secondary  or  rear 
group  of  buildings  paralleling  the  front  or 
main  pile  is  to  be  extended  to  the  limits  in 
length  of  the  present  main  building.  Two 
flanking  wings,  or  ranges,  of  offices  are  also 
projected  to  extend  parallel  with  and  over- 
looking Menzies  and  Government  streets,  their 
ends  projecting  considerably  beyond  the  line 


out  from  the  present  Superior  street  face,  with 
two  supporting^ extensions  also  of  the  right  and 
left  ranges  of  offices.  The  Library  group  is 
planned  to  have  dimensions  of  one  hundred 
and  forty-five  feet  iii  length  by  eighty  In 
breadth,  the  trout  heme  ot  semi-circular  form 
and  the  Grand  Entrance — one  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  back  from  the  street  line — being  by 
means  of  an  imposing  semi-circular  range  of 
steps  and  through  a  marble  colonnade. 

The  two  lower  storeys  are  to  be  devoted  to 
general  office  purposes,  the  upper  to  the 
Library  proper.  The  Library  itself  will  be  a 
truly  magnificent  apartment,  its  general  out- 
lines following  the  lines  of  a  basilica,  in  which 
the  aisles  would  contain  the  books  with  re- 
cesses between  each  great  case  with  tables  for 
the  readers,  and  the  naive  "being  the  stately 
chamber   to   be    utilized   as    the    reading-room 


The  great  architectural  effort  of  the  new 
Superior  street  front  will  be  seen  to  have  be<  11 
concentrated  in  this  central  Library  building 
in  giving  it  marked  and  beautiful  individuality 

while  not  in  the  least  mi- -mil.',  the  mote  of  es- 
sential and  gratifying  harmony  with  the  entire 
design. 

The  new  wings  in  themselves  are  designed 
to  give  as  much  -additional  office  accommoda- 
as  the  present  buildings  provide,  these 
wings  being  four  storeys  in  height,  while  the 
new  main  line  of  buildings  facing  Superior 
street  wjll  be  of  three.  The  new  basement  also 
will  be  much  more  roomy  and  more  adequately 
lighted  than  the  present,  the  height  of  walls 
being  thirteen  feet,  whereas  those  in  the  old 
buildings  are  but  nine  feet  six  inches.  The  en- 
tire building  will  be,  of  course,  absolutely  fire- 
proof; and  no  detail  will  be  overlooked  in  pro- 
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Belleville  street  front,  as  it  is  and  will  remain  in  the  completed  construction 


of  the  present  rear  elevation,  and  their  inner 
windows  opening  .upon  spacious  courts.  At 
the  corners  respectively  of  Government  and 
Superior  streets  and  Menzies  and  Superior 
streets,  will  ultimately  be  placed  two  other 
stately  and  imposing  edifices,  each  approx- 
imately of  about  three  times  the  size  and  har- 
monising in  architectural  features  with  those 
at  present  occupied  as  the  Museum  and  the 
Provincial    Printing   House. 

The  Superior,  street  frontage  will  thus  be 
in  complete  and  essential  harmony  with  the 
existing  pile,  while  forming  the  base  of  the 
square  of  the  new  and  completed  main  group 
(of  buildings.  It  will  possess,  however,  dis- 
tinctive individuality  in  that  the  straight  line 
will  be  deviated  from,  the  Library  building 
and  central  feature,  extending  its  entire  length 


proper,  on  its  walls  being  hung  historic  works 
-of  art — the  whole  being  illuminated  by  an  im- 
posing rbpf-light 

The  features  of  the  Library  building  front, 
which  is  to  be  the  eye-compelling  central  motif 
of  the  Superior  street  approach,  while  follow^- 
ing  the  outline  character  of  the  present  build- 
ings introduces  considerable  symbolical  sculp- 
ture, there  being  incorporated  in  the  design  of 
the  upper  windows  a  row  of  emblematic  stat- 
ues, one  of  each  of  these  being  placed  between 
the  windows.  The  corner  towers,  in  place  of 
terminating  in  the  conventional  small  domes 
that  are  a  characteristic  of  the  corners  of  c'her 
individual  buildings  in  the  general  group,  are 
to  be  finished  with  gigantic  carved  figures  sup- 
porting titanic  gldbes  signifying  the  terres- 
tial  and  astronomical  worlds. 


viding  for  ventilation,  convenience,  and  natural 
and  artificial  illumination  of  most  modern  per- 
fection. The  height  of  the  Library  front  form- 
ing the  central  feature  of  the  Superior  street 
elevation  is  to  be  approximately  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  feet,  while  the  entrance 
through  the  colonnade  of  marble  pillars  will 
be  about  ten  feet  inset. 

Leaving  out  of  account  altogether  the  ques- 
tion of  the  arrangement  and  beautifying  of  the 
grounds,  it  is  expected  that  a  total  expenditure 
of  from  $825,000  to  $1,000,000  will  be  involved 
in  the  erection  and  completion  of  the  proposed 
new  groups  of  buildings  completing  the  state* 
ly  structures  of  Parliament  Square.  The  pre- 
liminary estimate  of  cost  of  the  proposed 
Library  block  is  roughly  a  quarter  of  a  million, 
while   the   ranges  of  offices  on  the  east  and 


West  front-  are  proposed  to  cost  Si  35,000  each, 
and  the  new  Printing  House  and  Museum 
$150,000  each,  these  estimates  of  cost  being 
based  upon  the  proportionate  advance  in  the 
price  of  labor,  and  of  all  other  essentials  enter- 
ing into  building  construction — at  40  cents  per 
eubtc  foot,  as  compared  with  20  cents  when 
the  existing  Parliament  buildings  were  erected. 

It  must  he  remembered  in  this  connection 
that  British  Columbia's  Capitol  of  today  rep- 
resents perhaps  the  most  economical  construc- 
tion cost  of  that  of  any  public  building  in  the 
New  World.  Indeed  no  matter  what  con- 
fidence an  American  visitor  may  place  in  all 
information  given  him  with  respect  to  British 
Columbia  generally,  he  is  invariably  skeptical 
to  the  last  degree  when  assured  that  the  exist- 
ent stately  pile  involved  an  expenditure  of 
something  less  than  $1,000,000.  Iierein  is 
found  a  silent  yet  eloquent  tribute  to  the  clean- 
liness in  .public  Jife  happily  marking^the  prog- 
ress of  this  remarkable  Province,  no  sugges- 
tion of  contract-juggling  or  jerry-building  or 
skimping  of  honest  work  being  possible  for  a 
moment  in  consideration  of  the  cost  and  the 
completed  result. 

Aside  from  the  buildings  proper,  the  new 
facade  is  designed  to  be  made  one  of  the  most 
attractive  features  of  Victoria.  It  is  to  bl 
quadrangular  in  form  and  in  every  way  as  in- 
teresting, if  not  more  so,  than  the  north  fa- 
cade. The  area  of  grounds  on  the  Superlot 
street  fruni  will  be  considerably  inOi'c  exten- 
sive than  that  which  charms  the  eye  of  all  ar- 
rivals by  steamer  or  those  who  traverse  busy 
Belleville  street.  It  is  not  the  intention  to 
make  the  grounds  on  the  southern  front  of  the 
privacy-compelling,  keep-off-the-grass  descrip- 
tion, but  here  the  vivid  lawns  will  be  inter- 
laced with  winding  paths,  dotted  with  flower- 
beds and  groups  of  shrubbery,  and  plentifully 
provided  with  artistic  seats,  each  in  its  cosy 
corner,  where  environment  will  play  its  part  in 

the  development  of  Love's  young  dream.

It  is  of  historical  and  Provincial  interest  to 
recall  that  the  widely  known  and  universally 
admired  Parliamentary  buildings  of  British 
Columbia  were  commenced  on  June  7,  1893, 
with  formal  groundbreaking  ceremonies  by  the 
then  Lieutenant-Governor,  that  hardy  pioneer, 
the  Hon.  Edgar  Dewdney,  the  Ministry  of  the 
day  being  composed  of  the  Hon.  Theodore 
Davie,  Premier  and  Attorney-General ;  the 
Hon.  Charles  E.  Pooley,  President  of  the  Coun- 
cil; the  Hon.  J.  H.  Turner  (now  Agent-Gen- 
eral for  British  Columbia  in  London),  Minis- 
ter of  Finance ;  the  Hon.  Forbes  G.  Vernon 
(but  recently  deceased),  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Lands  and  Works ;  and  Col.  the  Hon.  James 
Baker,  Provincial  Secretary. 

The  opening  of  the  present  buildings  took 
place  on  February  10,  1898,  with  the  Hon.  T.  R. 
Mclnncs,  Lieutenant-Governor;  the  Hon.  J.  H. 
Turner,  Premier  and  Minister  of  Finance;  the 
Hon.  Charles  E.  Pooley,  President  of  the  Coun- 
cil ;  the  Hon.  D.  M.  Eberts,  Attorney-General ; 
Col.  the  Hon.  James  Baker,  Provincial  Secre- 
tary ;  and  the  ITon.  George  B".  Martin,  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Lands  and  Works. 

The  Government  of  today,  which  will  carry 
to  completion  the  great  design,  is  led  by  the 
Hon.  Richard  McBride,  Premier  and  Minister 
of  Mines,  his  colleagues  being  the  Lion.

Westminster  Hall 


Westminster  Hall  is  the  name  of  the 
Presbyterian  college  at  Vancouver,  British 
Columbia.  Westminster  Hall !  That  is  a 
strange  name  for  a  Presbyterian  college,  but 
not  infrequently  a  great  deal  is  in  a  name. 
When  the  writer  was  in  Toronto  a  few  years 
in  outer  to  get  some  idea  of  the  expan- 
sion and  improvement  of  the  city  since  his 
college  days  there,  he  took  the  belt  line  elec- 
tric tram  car  around  the  city.  On  this  car 
was  a  garrulous  little  old  man  whose  official 
duty  was  to  show  to  strangers  the  points  of 
interest  along  the  line.  When  Knox  college 
came  into  view,  he  pointed  towards  it,  saying, 
"Dou  VOu  see  that  large  building  over  there? 
Well,  that's  a  boys'  school,  built  by  the  peo- 
ple of  Toronto,  and  they  call  it  after  an  old 
Scotch  divine  of  the  name  of  Knox.  I  think 
he  is  dead  now."  The  college  at  Vancouver 
tnay  have  been  called  after  an  old  English 
divine  who  also  is  dead,  but  it  was  not.  The 
came  is  a  good  one,  for  historically,  West- 
minster is  associated  with  great  events.,  with 
the  standard  of  the  Presbyterian  church  and 
with  men  of  literary  talent  is,  an  exemplary 
piety,  il  Westminster  Hall  lives  up  to  the 
history  and  traditions  surrounding  its  name, 
it  will  make  the  world  feel  that  it  was  as  by 
divine  providence  brought  into  existence,  to 
make  the  world  purer,  and  brighter,  and  bet- 
ter. A  greal  blessing  to  humanity  through 
the  spread  of  the  Gospel. 

In  rt spouse  to  the  prayer  of  an  overture. 
from  the  Synod  of  British  Columbia,  the 
general  assembly  in  1907  agreed  to  establish 
a  college  in  this  province,  to  commence  work 
in  the  city  of  Vancouver,  with  the  wise  pro 
vision  thai  the  permanent  site  01  the  college 
would  be  where  the  Government  might  place 
the  Provincial  University.  In  <\\w  time,  the 
Rev,  John  Mackay,  D.  D.,  of  Crescepl  street 
Presbyterian  church.  Montreal,  was  appointed 
principal  61  Westminster  Hall,  which  opened 
its  first  session  In  April,  roo8,  the  Hew  Prof. 
Eraser.  !>.l'..  LL.D.,  of  Montreal  Presby- 
terian eel  lege  delivered  the  first  lecture. 
During  the  first  session  the  board  purchased 


a  suitable  buildinf  which  was  supposed  to 
provide  ample  accommodation  for  some  years 
at  least,  and  the  college  was  removed  from 
McGill  University  building  to  rne  new  prem- 
ises, which  had  been  generously  furnished  by 
the  Presbyterian  ladies  of  the  city,  who  have 
ever 'since,  been  faithfully  and  loyal  to  the 
new  institution,  and  to  whom  the  college  owes 
a  debt  of  gratitude  for  many  favors  extended 
by  their  willing,  helping  hand.  The  college 
staff  has  now  three  men  in  the  prime  of  life, 
scholarly,  talented,  energetic  men  of  vision, 
brain  and  momentum,'  men  of  strong  and  at- 
tractive personality.  They  <tre  Principal 
MacKav,  D.  D.,  Prof.  Pidgeon,  D.  D..  and 
Prof.  Taylor,  Ph.  D.  While  they  are  Cana- 
dians by  birth  and  college  training,  they 
have  taken  posjt  graduate  course  'of  studies  in 
Europe.  As  Westminster  Hall  holds  its  ses- 
sion during  summer,  Principal  MacKay,  with 
his  usual  energy  and  persuasiveness,  "succeed- 
ed in  securing  for  the  sessions  of  1908-9-10, 
to  give  special  courses  of  lectures,  some  of  the 
most  distinguished  teachers  in  the  colleges  of 
Canada  and  the  home  land.  Some  of  these 
were  Professors  R.  E.  Welsh,  D.  D..  D.  J. 
Fraser,  LL.D.,  A.  R.  Gordon,  D.Litt.,  of 
Montreal.  Prof.  R.  Magill.  Ph.  D..  of  Halifax; 
Prof.  R,  Davidson,  Ph.  D.,  of  Toronto;  Pro- 
lessors  James  Denny,  D.  .  D.,  and  George 
Adam  Smith,  D.D*.,  LL.D.,  of  Glasgow, 
Scotland.  This  galaxy  of  distinguished  men 
rapidly  made  history  for  this,  the  youngest 
and  most  westerly  of  Canadian  colleges,  and 
young  men  began  to  look  towards  the  west. 
and  to  thmk  of  studying  for  the  ministry  at 
Westminster  Hall.  The  result  is  that  the 
college  in  four  years  has  reached  a  position 
far  beyond  the  expectation  of  its  rnOSl  san- 
guine advocates,  a  position  which  has  taken 
many  years  for  any  of  our  eastern  colleges  to 
attain. 

A  splendid  library  has  been  established, 
and  a  number  ><i  scholarships  founded  which 
would  reflect  credit  on  a  much  older  college, 
and  the

The  start  will  be  a  very  strong  one.  Besides 
Principal  Mackay  and  the  professors  of  the 
college,  Principal  A.  E.  Garvie,  of  New  Col- 
lege, London,  is  coming  to  teach  the  New 
Testament.  Principal  Garvie  is  one  of  the 
great  scholars  of  the  old  land.  He  is  the 
author  of  a  large  number  of  popular  works  in 
theology,  the  latest  of  which,  "Studies  in  the 
inner  life  of  Jesus,"  is  one  of  the  most  help- 
ful and  stimulating  of  recent  books.  Also 
Dr.  Stalker  is  coming  from  Scotland.  He 
was  for  many  years  pastor  of  St.  Matthew's 
church,  one  of  the  most  prominent  congrega- 
tions in  Glasgow.  He  is  now,  and  has  been 
for  eight  years,  professor  of  church  history. 
Apart  from  the  able  and  talented  college  staff 
Principal  Garvie  and  Professor  Stalker  shall 
prove  a  tower  of  strength,  ana  a  magnet  of 
attraction    to   the   students. 

In  addition  to  the  theological  curriculum 
the  college  has  ai  to  a  tutorial  department, 
with  an  efficient  staff  of  excellent  teachers. 
This  department  has  recently  been  enlarged 
so  as  to  make  it  a  general  preparatory  school 
for   university  matriculation. 

In  order  to  make  preparations  for  the 
proper  accommodation  of  all  departments  of 
the  college,  the  board,  at  its  last  meeting  de- 
cided to  expend  $2,500  to  enlarge  the  build 
ing.  This  amount  will  be  expended  to  p*0 
vide  classrooms,  offices  and  dormitories, 
which  will  probably  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  college,   while  on    the   present    site. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  classes  in 
theology  arrangements  arc  being  made  fpl  a 
special  summer  session  in  Jul}-  lor  the  benefit 
of  ministers  and  others  interested  in  theology. 
This  will  probably  be  in  the  form  of  an  inter- 
national theological  conference,  as  it  is  ex- 
pected many  of  the  ministers  of  the  British 
Columbia    and    of    Washington    will    attend. 

As  the  provincial  government  on  the  re- 
commendation of  the  royal  commission  ap- 
pointed to  select  a  site  for  the  provincial  uni- 
versity, have  decided  to  place  the  university 
at  Point  Gray,  near  Vancouver  city.  West- 
minster Hall,  in  due  time,  will  be  removed 
to  Point  Grey,  and  affiliated  with  the  uni- 
versity. The  university  is  the  centre  around 
which  naturally  gather  institutions  of  learn- 
ing, and   the  denominational   colleges  in   this 


great  west.  The  cities  which  competed  for 
the  university,  although  disappointed,  heartily 
congratulate  the  city  of  'Vancouver  on  its 
good  fortune,  and  will  loyally  support  the 
university  at  Point  Grey  and  the  colleges 
there  affiliated  with  the  university.  The 
Presbyterians  of  British  Columbia  will  be 
true  to  the  history  and  traditions  of  the 
Presbyterian  chnrrh,  a  church  which  always 
stood  in  the  race  of  higher  education,  and  an 
educated  ministry,  and  when  the  time  comes, 
which  must  be  within  the  next  three  or  four 
years,  will  erect  a  building  for  Westminster 
Hall  worthy  of  the  Presbyterian  church  in 
Canada,  and  equip*  it  second  to  none  in  the 
Dominion.  This  may  sound  to  some  who  do 
not  understand  the  geuuis  of  Presbyterianism 
somewhat  as  like  spreadcagleism,  but  it  is  not. 
It  is  simply  judging  the  future  by  the  history 
and  traditions  of  the  Presbyterian  church,  and 
viewing  the  question  from  an  optimistic  stand- 
point, the  optimism  is  well  warranted  by 
the  success  of  Westminster  Hall  during  the 
three  years  of  its  existence,  and  the  loyal  and 
liberal  support  given  '  it  by  the  people. — By 
Rev.  Dr.  Campbell.

This  estimation  of  ourselves  loses  nothing 
through  the  fact  that  we  must  regard  ourselves 
as  safe  in  order  to  feel  this  inspiriting  satis- 
faction ;  and  that  hence,  as  there  is  no  serious- 
ness in  the  danger,  there  might  be  also  (as 
might  seem  to  be  the  case)  just  as  little  seri- 
ousness in  the  sublimity  of  our  spiritual  facul- 
ty. For  the  satisfaction  here  concerns  only  the 
destination  of  onr  faculty  which  discloses  itself 
in  such  a  case,  so  far  as  the  tendency  to  this 
destination  lies  in  our  nature,  whilst  its  de- 
velopment and  exercise  remain  incumbent  and 
obligatory.  And  in  this  there  is  truth  and 
reality,  however  conscious  the  man  may  be  of 
his  present  actual  powerlessness  when  he  turns 
his  reflection  to  it.

No  one,  of  course,  would  propose  that

We 
can  all  of  us  learn  to  judge  poetry  more  by  its 
effect  when  it  is  spoken,  and  we  can  learn  to 
speak  it  properly.    The  effort  to  do  that  should 
have  a  good  effect  not  only  on  our  poetry  but 
on  our  speech,  for  that  also  has  degenerated 
owing    to    its    divorce    from    literature.     We 
think  of  speech    now   as    a   purely  utilitarian 
thing,  as  a  means  of  communication,  not  as  a 
means  of  expression.     If    children    were    all 
trained  to  speak  poetry  well  they  would  under- 
stand that  in  poetry  it  is  a  means  of  expression, 
and  that  its  expressive  power  depends  upon  the 
clean  and  precise  enunciation  both  of  vowels 
and  of  consonants.     The  delicate  metrical  ef- 
fects of  our  finest  poetry  are  entirely  destroyed 
when  it  is  .spoken  with  slurred  consonants  and 
with  vowels  all  reduced  to  one  or  two  vague 
sounds.     So  long  as  poetry  is  only  read  the 
reader  is  quite  unaware  of  these  effects  and  ot 
all  the  expressive  power  that,  is  in  them.    But 
as  soon  as  he  is  trained  to  say  it  aloud  he  must 
become  suddenly  conscious '  of  the  shortcom-

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.GIVING  AND  RECEIVING 


What  "it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to 
receive"  is  one  of  those  sayings  that  we  all  use 
without  taking  the  trouble  to  think  what  it 
means.  If  we  say  to  a  man  that  it  is  better  for 
him  to  give  away  what  he  has  than  to  receive 
more,  he  will  be  very  likely  to  set  you  down 
as  a  dreamer,  a  mere  idealist,  for  he  will  tell 
you,  and  rightly  so,  that  there  could  be  no 
giving  without  receiving,  for  how  can  a  man 
give  what  he  has  not?  Of  course  the  expres- 
sion is  true  in'a  limited  sense.  The  pleasure  of 
giving  is  greater  than  the  pleasure  of  receiv- 
ing. We  gratify  ourselves  when  we  give  to 
others,  and  their  happiness  becomes,  ours.. But, 
this  is  only  a  minor  phase  of  the  question,  for 
the*  principle  has  a  very  wide  application,  af- 
fecting as  it  does  not  simply  cases  of  isolated 
gifts,  but  the  whole  character  of  one's  life. 

There  are  two  classes  of  individuals,  those 
who  live  for  themselves  alone  and  those  who 
live  for  others  as  well  as  for  themselves.  The 
former  think  of  everything  as  it  will  affect 
them ;  a  dominant  thought  of  the  latter  is  how 
what  they  can  do  will  affect  others.  Both 
classes  seem  necessary.  That  the  latter  ar 
more  blessed  than  the  former  does  not  imply 
that  the  former  are  not  blessed  at  all.  Altru- 
ism is  better  than  selfishness,  but  without  a 
certain  degree  of  selfishness  altruism  would 
work  in  a  barren  field.  The  combination  of 
the  two  qualities  is  better  than  either  alone. 
A  man  who  can  surround  himself  with  some 
of  the  varied  agencies  whereby  society  is 
shaped  and  controlled,  and  can  also  so  employ 
those  agencies  that  all  who  come  within  the 
sphere  of  his  influence,  is  made  better  or  hap- 
pier, comes  very  near  to  occupying  an  ideal 
position.  Unfortunately  such  people  are  in 
the  minority.  Success  in  accumulation  is  like- 
ly to  beget  a  desire  for  greater  accumulation, 
and  the  demands  of  self  frequently  blind  our 
eyes  to  what  is  due  to  others.  Yet  most  of 
us  are  fortunate  enough  to  know  some,  at  least, 
who  possess  not  only  the  ability  to  accu mur- 
iate wealth  or  influence,  but  know  how  and 
are  ready  to  employ  them  for  the  benefit  of, 
others.  Such  men,  having  had  the  experience 
of  both,  will  bear  evidence  to  the  truth  of  the 
statement  that  it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than 
to  receive,  they  will  readily  admit  that  there 
is  greater  pleasure  in  using  their  power  for 
the  good  of  others  than  there  was  in  acquiring 
that  power. 

But  there  are  other  things  besides  wealth 
and   influence   that  one   can   possess  and   can 
give  to  others.     It  is  nbt  easy  to  define  it  in  a 
word.    It  might  be  called  sympathy,  if  it  were 
not  that  sympathy   is   often   used   in   a   sense 
implying  a  species  of  superiority  ..on  the  part 
of   the   sympathizer,   a   species   of   condescen- 
sion, albeit  a  kindly  condescension.     There  are 
persons,   whose  lives  are  wholly   self-centred. 
To  themselves  they  are  the  centre  of  the  Uni- 
verse.    They  judge  everything  from  the  man- 
ner in  which  it  affects  them.     A  story  is  told 
of  a  little  boy,  who  was  doing  something  that 
he  was  told  he  ought  not  to  do,  and  as  he  was 
in  the  act  there  came  a  terrific  flash  of  light- 
ning and  deafening  thunder.     The  little  fellow 
looked  up  to  the  sky  and  said,  "You  need  not 
make  so  much  fuss  about  it."     To  the  little 
fellow  the  thunder  storm  was  sent  because  he 
had   been   naughty.     Some   people   never  get 
over  this  notion.     Everything  is  to  be  judged 
as  it  affects  them.     Everything  that  happens 
relates  to  them  in  some  way.     Their  thoughts 
always   centre    inwards,    never    expand    out- 
wards.   Their  own  sorrow,  if  they  have  one,  is 
the  only  sorrow  in  the  world.     They  seek  for 
happiness,   but  never   find   happiness   because 
it  is  not  to  be  found  by  seeking.     They  dread 
the  future  because  they  fear  it  may  in  some 
way  be  hurtful,  and  yet  their  experience  ought 
to  tell  them  that  our  worst  troubles  are  the 
things  that  never  happen.   Even' death,  when  it 
comes  to  others,  is  regarded  as  to  some  ex- 
tent  a    visitation    upon    themselves.      On    the 
other  hand,  there  is  the  nature  that  looks  out- 
ward always;  that  thinks  about  what  others 
have  a  right  to  expect,  of  what  will  be  of  advan- 
tage to  others,  a  disposition  that  looks  upon 
self  as  only  a  part  of  things  and  by  no  means 
the  centre  of  everything.     To  one  of  this  na- 
ture the  pleasure  of  giving  is  great  indeed,  noi; 
merely   the   giving   of   things,   for   that   is   of 
minor  moment    one    way    or    the    other    and 
must  be  limited  in  its. scope,  but  the  giving  of 
thoughts,  of  kind  words,  of  encouragement,  of 
gentle  counsel,  of  forbearance,  of  appreciation 
and  of  sympathy  in  a  broad  sense  of  the  term. 
This  sort   of   giving   brings   with    it    its   own 
blessing.    Best  of  all,  it.  keeps  the  heart  young, 
and  so  that  the  heart' is  young  one  can  afford 
>to  smile  at  the  haste  of  the  years  in  passing. 
This  is  the  sort  of  giving  that  brings  with 
it  the  greater  blessing,  and  it  is  in  every  way 
'compatible  with  business  enterprise  and  reas- 
onable  thrift.     To  think  about  one's  self  too 
much  is  an  error  of  the  first  magnitude,  for 
self  is  a  greedy  monster.    No  matter  how  much 
it  is  fed,  it  is  never  satisfied.    Its  cry  is  always 
"give,  give."     Its  hunger  is  eternal.    To  enjoy 
the   blessing  of  giving,  give  yourself.     It  you 
can  afford  to  give  material  gifts,  so  much  the 
better;    but    in    the    strife   of   competition' tiie 
great    majority    of    people    are    unable    to    d<> 
what  they  would  like  .to  do  in  that  way;  but 
everybody  can  give  something  of  themselves  to 
others,  and  if  they  do  they  will  find  it  like  bread 
cast  upon  the  waters. 

The  world  today  is  what  it  is  because  men 
have  given  themselves  to  it.  Some  of  them 
gave  their  lives  in  defence  of  truth  or  for  lib- 
erty or  for  some  other  great  principle.  Others- 
have  given  their  talents.  When  opportunities 
have  presented  themselves  for  their  individual 


aggrandizement,  they  have  refused  to  take  ad- 
age of  them,  but  have  been  content  to  make 
to  the  world  a  gift  of  their  achievements.  Pro- 
fessor Agassiz,  the  illustrious  geologist,  was 
once  asked  why  he  had  not.  turned  his  great 
talents  in  the  direction  of  mouey-getting,  for 
he  was  one  of  those  who  by  his  discoveries 
enabled  others  to  become  wealthy.  His  reply 
was  that  he  had  no  time  to  make  money.  When 
the  British  Association  was  in  Victoria  in 
1898,  one  of  the  visitors  said  that  he  saw  upon 
the  street  cars  some  of  his  inventions  in  elec- 
trical machinery.  The  person  to  whom  he 
spoke  said,  "Then  you  must  be  a  rich  man." 
His  reply  was,  "No,  I  am  not  rich.  I  did  not 
even  patent  my  inventions,  but  gave  them  to 
the  world.''  There  have  been,  and  'doubtless 
there  are  today,  men  in  public  life,  who  might 
have  taken  advantage  of  their  positions  to 
amass  wealth,  or  whose  talents,  if  directed  to 
purely  selfish  purposes,  would  have  put  them 
inafflucnt  circumstances,  and  yet  who  went,  or 
are  going,  through  life  almost  on  the  ragged 
edge  of  poverty.  They  are  giving  themselves 
to  others  in  the  broadest  sense  of  the  term.  It 
is  often  said  of  such  men  that  they  love  power 
for  the  sake  of  power;  but  in  most  cases  thi*

IRISH  HISTORY 


In  references  to  Irish  history  mention  is 
often  made  of  the  Pale,  and  as  a  rule  it  seems 
to  be  taken  for  granted  that  every  one  knows 
what  is  meant.  Thus  Thebeau  in  his  history 
frequently  mentions  it,  but  he  nowhere  tells 
what  he  means  by  it.  Speaking  generally,  it 
means  the  part  of  Ireland  which  acknowledged 
English  rule.  The  word  itself  means  the  same 
as  limit.  It  came  into  use  in  Ireland  in  the 
reign  of  King  John  of  England,  who  divided 
that  part  of  Ireland,  which  acknowledged  his 
sway,   into   twelve  counties,   namely,   Dublin, 


Lao-tze,  a  contemporary  of  Confucius,  can- 
not be  ranked  with  him  in  his  influence  upon 
the  development  of  Chinese  civilization,  but 
his  teachings  supplemented  those  of  the  latter 
to  such  a  degree  that  they  had  undoubtedly  a 
formative  influence  of  a  very  powerful  kind 
upon  Chinese  philosophy.  He  taught  the. 
duality  of  man's  nature,  claiming  that  he  em- 
anated from  the  spiritual,  rested  temporarily 
in  the  material  and  finally  returned  to  the 
spiritual.  In  his  philosophy  he  was  guided  by 
reason  alone,  declining  to  admit  that  tradi- 
tions or  the  teachings  of  those  who  had  pre- 
ceded him  ought  to  influence  his  conclusions.

the  east  of  it.  Later  the  Pale  became  very 
much  restricted,  and  it  is  necessary,  if  one 
would  understand  what  is  meant  by  the  term 
accurately,  to  know  the  period  in  respect  to 
which  it  is  used.  In  the  reign  of  Edward  III. 
it  included  only  Dublin,  Carlow,  Meath  and 
Louth.  Within  the  Pale  the  laws  of  England 
were  administered  as  nearly  as  might  be ;  out- 
side of  it,  and  to  some  extent  within  it  the 
Brehon  Law  prevailed. 

A  word  may  be  said  in  passing  as  to  the 
Brehon  Law.  This  was  the  ancient  system  of 
Irish  law.  No  one  knows  its  origin,  which  is 
lost  in  the  mists  of  antiquity.  Edmund  Spen- 
ser, the  poet,  who  lived  at  one  time  in  the  Pale, 
thus  describes  it:  "It  is  a  rule  of  right  unwrit- 
ten, but  delivered  by  tradition  from  one  to  an- 
other, in  which  oftentime  there  appeareth  great 


the  beginning  there  was,  he  taught,  Silence 
and  the  Void,  and  these  produced  what  he 
called  Reason,  which  in  its  turn  produced  mo- 
tion, and  out  of  motion  came  the  visible  Uni- 
verse animated  by  Reason.  The  difference 
between  this  and  the  language  of  the  opening 
chapter  of  Genesis  is  not  very  great,  for  there 
we  are  told  that  in  the  beginning  the  earth 
was  without  form  and  void,  and  that  the  Spirit 
of  God  moved  upon  the  face  of  the  waters.  In 
the  Gospel  of  St.  John  we  have  the  same  idea, 
that  all  things  were  made  by  "The  Word,"  and 
the  writer  of  the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews 
teaches  the  same  thing.  Thus  we  find  Lao- 
tze  teaching  six  hundred  years  before  the 
Christian  Era  the  fundamental  doctrine  upon 
which  we  base  Christianity.  That  the  Chinese 
race  preferred  the  materialism  of  Confucius 
to  the  spiritualism  of  Lao-tze  does  not  render 
the  latter  any  the  less  a  leader  of  humanity,

in  any  way  different  from  the  fundamental 
laws  of  England  and  Continental  Europe.  The 
Mosaic  law  requiring  a  life  for  a  life  was  doubt- 
less intended  to  check  the  practice  of  murder, 
which  had  become  common  when  it  was  so 
easy  to  escape  punishment  for  it.  The  Brehon 
Law  seems  to  have  been  reduced  to  a  definite 
code  previous  to  the  time  of  St.  Patrick,  who 
is  said  to  have  made  some  changes  in  it,  and 
while  it  is  true  that  it  was  preserved  chiefly  in 
the  memory  of  the  judges,  there  are  written 
statements  of  it  dating  from  the  Fourteenth 
Century. 

The  Brehon  were  hereditary  judges.  In 
the  old  Irish  writings  the  word  is  spelled 
Breitheamhuin.

tucius  and  Lao-tze.  He  does  not  rank  with 
either  of  them  as  a  great  leader,  but  his  name 
may  properly  be  mentioned  in  this  series,  as 
he  was  unquestionably  one  to  whom  millions 
of  men  at  one  time  looked  for  guidance. 

Before  taking  leave  of  the  leaders  of  hu- 
manity which  Asia  produced,  one  other  must 
be  mentioned,  who.  in  the  profundity  of  his 
conceptions,  may  be  ranked  with  Moses,  the 
Guatama  Buddha  and  Confucius.  The  refer- 
ence is  to  Zoroaster.  He  is  undoubtedly  an 
historical  character,  although  very  great  doubt 
exists  as  to  when  he  lived.  In  this  respect  he 
occupies  much  the  same  position  as  Buddha, 
and  the  probable  explanation  of  the  great  in- 
consistency in  the  matter  of  dates  is  that  the 


justice  in  the  open  air.    They  sat  upon  a  few     Zoroaster  of  the  Parsee,  who  lived  about  550 


clods  of  earth  upon  some  convenient  elevation, 
and  promulgated  their  decrees  in  the  presence 
of  their  whole  clan.'  Their  rude  courts  seem 
rather  to  have  been  courts  of  equity  than  of 
law,  for  while  precedent  governed  them  to 
some  extent,  they  held  themselves  free  to  de- 
cide every  dispute  according  to  the  very  right 
of  the  matter.  Another  name  for  this  remark- 
able and  ancient  monument  of  human  wisdom 
and  experience  is  the  Scanchus  Nor.  This  was 
undoubtedly  in  part  reduced  to  writing  in  the 
Sixth  Century,  and  the  documents  that  are  yet 
extant  refer  to  a  still  older  cddiffcati&iij  which, 
it  was  alleged,  was  made  by  Cormac  Mac  Art, 
who  was  king  of  all  Ireland  in  the  Third 
Century.  It  may  be  added  that  the  Brehon 
Law  was,  during  the  last  century,  compiled 
from  all  available  sources  and  published. 

The  reverence  of  the  Irish  for  their  ancient 
laws  and  their  hostility  to  the  innovations, 
which  the  English  sought  to  impose  upon 
them,  made  the  assimilation  of  the  two  races 
impossible-  The  great  difference  between  the 
two  systems  related  to  land  tenure.  In  Ire- 
land the  individual  owner-hip  of  land,  the  pay- 
ment of  rent,  the  obligations  of  feudalism,  the 
law  of  primogeniture,  and,  in  short,  almost 
everything   that    distinguished    the    social    or- 


years  before  Christ,  was  really  the  person  who 
formulated  the  doctrines  as  they  exist  today, 
but  that  he  was  only  one  of  several  great 
teachers,  although  the  latest  pf  them.  Aris- 
totle said  that  Zoroaster  lived  6,000  years  be- 
fore the  Trojan  war,  and  this  would  be  sotne- 
wdiere  about  10,000  years  ago.  Various  other 
dates  have  been  assigned  to  him,  and  there 
seems  to  be  a  general  opinion  among  modern 
investigators  that  he  may  have  been  a  con- 
temporary of  Moses. 

It  is  also  reasonably  certain  that  Zoroas- 
ter was  in  his  early  life  a  priest  of  the  Fire 
Worshippers,  and  that  he  abandoned  that  cult 
and  became  a  teacher  of  Monotheism.  Zoro- 
aster taught  there  is  one  Supreme  God,  who 
is  "the  creator  of  the  earthly  and  Spiritual  life, 
the  lord  of  the  whole  universe,  at  whose  hands

Soon  after  Ulysses  had  left  Troy,  so  the  old 
story  goes,  his  shipmates,  overcome  by  curi- 
osity, took  advantage  of  the  fact  that  their  mas- 
ter slept,  to  open  the  huge  leathern  bags  that 
King  /Eolus  had  given  them,  and  forbidden 
them  to  unloose,  whereupon  raging  tempests 
fell  upon  them,  storms  coming  from  the  north, 
south,  east  and  west,  for  King  ^Eolus  had  se- 
creted the  hurricanes  in  the  leathern  bags,  that 
Ulysses,  whom  he  favored,  might'  be  sure  of  a 
safe  journey  to  Ithaca.  *  . 

Therefore  King  Ulysses  was  separated  from 
his  comrades,  for  the  ships  scattered  in  all  di- 
rections, and  were  driven  ashore  at  an  island 
called  Laestry-gonia,  where  a  race  of  giants 
dwelt,  and  where  Ulysses  endured  many  and 
severe  hardships.  Escaping  from  this  place, 
he  embarked  again  to  encounter  once  more  the 
most  fearful  storms,  and  to  be  driven  to  land 
in  the  country  of  the  one-eyed  Cyclops.  So 
when  at  last  the  ship,  weather-beaten  and  leak- 
ing, found  anchorage  off  the  coast  of  a  fair  and 
peaceful  country,  the  travel-weary  mariners 
and  their  master  were  glad  to  land.  For  some 
days  they  rested  quietly  upon  the  beach,  in  the 
shelter  of  the  grassy  banks  and  the  overhang- 
ing trees. 

But  Ulysses,  adventure-loving  and  curious, 
could  not  remain  inactive  long,  and,  having 
sufficiently  rested,  he  started  one  day  to  re- 
connoitre. He  wandered  at  first  through  a 
thicket,  but  finally  emerging  to  a  spot  where 
the^frecs  grew  less  thickly,  he  perceived  not 
fair  beyond  the  towers  of  a  castle.  Drawing 
nearer,  Ulysses  came  upon  a  garden,  through 
the  bowers  and  arbors  of  which  the  palace 
shone  fair  and  stately,  its  doors  hospitably 
open. 

But  as  Ulysses  was  about  to  enter  the 
garden,  a  little  golden-throated  bird  with  pur- 
ple wings  flew  out  from  a  flowering  bush,  and 
made  such  a  twittering  and  a  fluttering,  seem- 
ingly trying  to  drive  him  back,  that  Ulyssesi 
always  sagacious,  and  realizing  that  the  gods 
took  strange  means  sometimes  to  forewarn 
those  whom  they  wished  to  keep  out  of  dan- 
ger, did  just  as  the  little  bird  seemed  to  desire, 
turned  and  went  back  to  the  beach  to  his  wait- 
ing comrades. 


borne  to  them,  they  threw  discretion  to  the 
winds,  and,  always  with  the  exception  of 
Eurylochus,  sped  up  the  steps  and  into  the 
very  palace. 

Once  within  its  portals,  a  bevy  of  charming 
ypung  girls  attended  them,  and  fairer  than 
they,  seemingly  more  fair  than  anything  the 
wayfarers  had  ever  seen  before,  was  one  who, 
clad  in  diaphonous  draperies,  he*  crnlden  hair 
in  clouds  about  her,  showed  them  all  the  won- 
ders of  the  palace,  and  invited  them  to  dine  in 
the  luxuriant  banqueting  hall,  where  every 
seat  was  a  king's  throne,  and  viands  were 
served  on  golden  and  silver  dishes. 

But  such  gourmands  did  they  make  of 
themselves,  and  their  manner  towards  the  won- 
drous lady  and  her  companions  was  so  dis- 
respectful, that  perhaps  they  deserved  the 
dreadful  fate  that  befel  them.  At  all  events 
the  queen  of  the  palace,  who  was  no  other  than 
Circe,  upon  the  conclusion  of  the  banquet 
turned  them  into  pigs,  and  drove  them  out  into 
the  sty,  again  with  the  exception  of  Eurylochus, 
who  had  kept  himself  in  hiding,  and  seen  all 
that  took  place,  and  who  made  his  escape 
rather  marvelously  and  returned  to  the  beach 
and  reported  the  terrible  news  to  Ulysses. 

Then  the  King  of  Ithaca  realized  that  lie 
could  not  afford  to  keep  out  of  danger  any 
longer,  but  must  hie  him  to  help  his  poor  com- 
rades. In  the  garden  where  he  met  the  little 
bird  before  he  saw  Mercury,  the  messenger  of 
the  gods,  who  explained  to  him  that  the  same 
little  bird  had  once  been  a  king,  a  very  pass- 
able sort  of  king,  but  vain  of  his  rank,  and  all 
the  royal  appurtances,  and  that  the  lions  and 
tigers  and  bears  in  the  woods  were  formerly 
wicked  and  cruel  men,  whom  Circe  had  be- 
witched as  a  punishment  for  their  many  mis- 
deeds. Then  Mercury  gave  Ulysses  a  little 
white  flower  which  should  preserve  him  from 
the  spells  of  Circe.     . 

The  enchantress  met  Ulysses  with  a  glad 
welcome,  for  some  poets  would  have  us  be- 
lieve that  she  had  been  waiting  for  him  for 
many  years.  Nevertheless  she  tried  all  of  her 
sorceries  upon  him,  but  to  no  avail.  The  per- 
fume of  the  little  white  flower  kept  Ulysses 
immune.  More  than  this,  so  courageous  was 
this  King  that  he  dared  to  defy  even  the  black- 
est magic,  and  drawing  his  wonderful  swor|l, 
he  would  have  cut  off  Circe's  head  had  she  not 
consented  to  break  all  of  her  wicked  spells 
and  work  no  more  evil. 

So  all  of  the  pigs  were  turned  into  soldiers 
again,  and  the  little  bird  that  had.  so  longed 
to  help  Ulysses  was  made  a  king  once  more, 
but  the  lions  and  other  fierce  beasts  were  left 
unchanged. 

For  a  long  time  Ulysses  abode  with  Circe 
upon  the  enchanted  island,  before  he  remem- 
bered Penelope,  and  once  more  set  sail  to  try 
and  find  his  way  back  to  Ithaca.

The  Colonist  Has  All  the  Newt 
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TH  E     V  ICTORI  A     CX )  IAIN  1ST 
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Dr.  Grenfell  and  His  Work 


Few  spots  in  the  civilized  world  have  not 
at  some  time  or  other  during  the  past  twenty 
years  heard  of  Dr.  Wilfred  Grenfell.  Thai 
length  of  time  has  elapsed  since  he  first  left 
the  .-eft  places  of  life  and  turned  his  hack  OB 
what  promised  to  be  a  brilliant  career  in  his 
chosen  profession,  to  help  wayfarers'  On  dis- 
tant life  trails.  Mis  career  has  been  less  bril- 
liant perhaps  than  it  might  have  hecn  had  he 
affected  halls  and  learned  lahoratories  these 
20  years.  Hut  who  that  knows  him  and  the 
work  he  has  done  will  fail  to  rise  up  and  call 
him  blessed  ? 


at  sea  among  the  deejwsea  fishermen  on  one 
of  the  vessels  oi  the  society,  for  which  he  was 
a  member  of  the  council. 

"Kucoura^ed  by  th  results  of  my  work 
in  the  North  sea.  in  I&Q2  1  was  loaned  the 
largest  sailing  vessel  belonging- to  the  society, 
and  sailed  for  the  Labrador  coast  to  see 
whether  among  English-speaking  fishermen 
of  the  N'orthwr-u  Atlantic  similar  results 
plight  be  achieved.  In  three  months  I  had 
goo  patients  to  whom  1  could  prescribe  relig- 
ion as  well  as  pills  and  plasters  without  fear  of 
denominational   interference. 


Prof.  Capt.  Wilfred  T.  Granfell,  M.D.,  C.M.G.,   The  Maker  of  Labrador 


..Wilfred  T.  Grenfell  was  reared  in  a  gentle 
old-country  family  and  was  educated  for  his 
profession  at  Oxford,  having  been  'graduated 
there  with  his  degree  of  M.D.  Later  he  was 
.surgeon  at  the  London  Hospital  and  he  gave 
promise  of  large  achievement.  But,  about  this 
time  he  learned  of  the  need  of  the  fisher  folk 
of  northern  Labrador;  how  they  were  often 
very  poor  when  the  fishing  was  bad  and  how 
they  were  as  a  flock  without  a  shepherd.  Gren- 
fell felt  that  he  was  called  and  against  the 
advice  of  friends  and  associates  he  forsook  his 
practice  in  London  and.  went  into  the  wilds  of 
Labrador.  He  has  labored  early  and  late 
since  then,  sacrificing  himself  on  the  altar  of 
service.  Many  a  time  he  has  braved  death  in 
its  most  awful  forms  to  assist  someone  of  his 
flock.  The  results  of  his  work  are  remark- 
able. He  has  practically  made  northern 
Labrador.  As  missionary,  doctor  and  general 
advisor  he  has  brought  the  people  of  that 
great  country  into  better  things.  Naturally 
he  is  beloved  of  them.  Now,  a  master  mariner 
as  well  as  a  medical  doctor  and  a  Commander 
of  St.  Michael  and  St.  George,  to  hoot,  he  is 
leaving  his  field  of  endeavor  for  a  time  at  least, 
having  so  organized  the  work  in  Labrador  that 
lie  feels  it  will  go  on  without  him.  He  was- 
given  a  great  ovation  when  he  lectured  at 
Queen's  Hall.  London,  on  February  6,  and 
soon  afterwards  came  the  announcement  that 
he  will  .1)0  a  professor  at  Harvard  for  two  ses- 
sions. • 

Recently  in  talking  to  a  Morning  Telegraph 
man  in  New  York  Dr.  Grenfell  said  of  his  be- 
ginning in   the  missionary   work: 

"In  188^.  while  studying  medicine  in  Lon- 
don. 1  was  attracted  by  a  huge  crowd  going 
into  a  large  tent.  Singing  was  going  on  inside 
and  I  was  led  to  enter  by  a  Spirit  of  curiosity. 
I  listened  to  Dwight  L.  Moody,  and  came  to 
the  conclusion  that  my  religious  life  had  been 
a  humbug.  I  vowed  in  future  that  I  would 
either  give  it  up  or  make  it  real.  It  was  ob- 
viously a  thing  not  to  be  played  with. 

"My  medical  course  being  finished  I  began 
to  cast  about  for  some  way  in  wheh  1  could 
satisfy  the  aspirations  of  a  young  medical 
man  and  combine  with  them  a  desire  for  ad- 
venture and  definite  Christian  work.  Sir 
Frederick  Treves,  the  famous  surgeon,  also  a 
daring  sailor,  and  master  mariner,  suggested 
my  seeing  whether  or  not  a  doctor  could  live 


"I  witnessed  a  condition  of  poverty  to 
which  I  had  been  epiite  a  stranger  on  the 
other  side  of  _the  Atlantic.  Unable  to  do  oh 
the  ship  to  those  men  as  we  would  have  them 
do  unto  us  under  similar  circumstances,  we 
called  on  the  way  home  at  St.  John's,  New- 
foundland, and  laid  the  matter  before  the  mer- 
chants; asking  for  help  to  build  a  hospital  on 
the  land,  and  promising  to  bring  out  a  doctor 
and  nurse  to  live. there  if  they  built  it. 

We  now  have  four  hospitals  on  that  .deso- 
late coast — not  palaces  for  pain  as  you  have 
here  in  New  York,  but  humble  wood  buildings 
where  a  qualified  doctor  and  trained  nurse  re- 
side, where  beside  their  own  rooms,  they  have 
a  dozen  beds  for  sick  people,  a  convalescent 
room,  an  operating  room,  and  an  isolation 
ward.  These  places  arc  not  only  hospitals, 
but  hotels,  places  to  which  any  one  and  every 
one  is  expected  to  come  in  distress  or  any 
kind  of  trouble. 

" Needless  to  say,  they  come  often  long  dis- 
tances— in  their  boats  in  summer,  in  dog 
sleighs  in  winter.  We  do  our  part  in  the 
summer  cruising  in  the  fctOSpkal  ships,  the 
largest  of  which  I  serve  as  captain,  and  in 
winter  by  traveling  from  place  to  place  — 
moving  practically  all  the  time,  only  making 
the  hospital,  which  is  kepi  Open  hy  the  nurse, 
the  headquarters  to  which  1  return  whenever 
I    think    it:    necessary. 

"I, aide  of  experience  made  Us  satisfied  for 
the.  firsl  three  years  to  try  to  cope  with  the 
question  ,,f  hunger  and  nakedness,  by  col- 
lecting and  distributing  warm  clothing,  and 
assisting  the' people  in  various  whys  to  x<-i. 
food,  it  was  not  until  1N96  that,  seeing  the 
futility  of  giving  financial  help  to  men  who 
had  to  pay  from  $7  to  $8  for  a  barrel  of  flour 
worth  $4.  and  $2.50  to  $3  for  a  hogshead  of 
salt,  which  could  he  bought'  at  St.  John's  for 
$i.  we  set  to  work  to  find  a  new  idea  to 
preach  on  this  subject. 

"We  preached  this  sermon  with  a  co-op- 
erative store  as  a  text.  The  people  all  around 
it  were  heavily  in  debt  :  most  winters  they  re- 
ceived so  much  government  relief  to  keep 
them  from  actual  starvation  that  the  place 
was  known  as  'The  Sink."  The  people  were 
almost  all  illiterate  and  knew  nothing  about 
business,  and  the  little  store  went  through 
varying  fortunes. 

"One  trader  wrote   me  denying  my  right 


to  interfere  with  his  people,  as  if  those  whom 
he  had  tried  to  lead  me  to  think  were  only  the 
recipients  of  his  'charity'  existed  solely  for 
the  henefit  of  his  trade. 

"Looking  at  the  results  of  my  talk  some 
years  afterward  i  find  these  people  clothed, 
fed,  independent,  with  a  new  church  building, 
and  children  far  and  away  hettcr  clad  and 
educated.  The  movement  has  spread,  and 
there  arc  now  eight;  co-operative  stores,  with 
a  schooner  called  The  Co-operator,  which  car- 
ries their  products  and  necessaries  to  and  from 
the  markets.  The  price  of  flour  has  uniform- 
ly .been  kept  under  $5  a  harrel ;  the  price  of 
salt  has  been  reduced  nearly  50  per  cent.*  and 
other  things  in  proportion. 

"One  of  t'  chief  troubles  with  my  people 
was  the  long  period  of  enforced  idleness  dur- 
ing the  winter  and  the  consequent  necessity 
of  living  largely  on  the  summer  catch.  They 
had  to  remain  scattered  on  the  chance  ^  of 
catching  fur-bearing  anin&ls'  in  the  winter, 
even  if  the  actual  catch,  as  was  often  the  case, 
didn't  amount  to  a  barrel  of  flour  for  the  whole 
time. 

"Eventually  we  took  up  a  grant  of  timber- 
land  on  which  the  Newfoundland  government 
permitted  me  special  conditions',  and  we 
started  to  aggregate  the  people  in  -winter  by 
affording  them  remunerative  work  in  and 
about  the  sawmill  which  we  had  erected.  To 
this  we  have  added  a  small  shipbuilding  yard, 
and  hope  shortly  to  add  a  cooperage,  as  we 
use  many  barrels  in  the  fish  industry.  We 
have  gathered  together  about  this  small  effort 
some  250  people  who  were  formerly  living  on 
the  borders  of  starvation. 

"Later.  I  accepted  the  post  of  magistrate 
for  the  coast,  as  1  felt  that  there  were  certain 
ways  in  wheh  I  could  reach  certain  evildoers 
who  feared  nothing  but  jail." 

"Once  when  Dr.  Grenfell  was  wintertn** 
at  St.  Anthony,  on  what  is  called  the  French 
Shore,  there  came  in  great  haste  from  Conch, 
a  point  60  miles  distant,  a  sled  with  an  urgent 
summons  to  the  bedside  of  a  man  who  lay 
dying  of  hemorrhage,"  says  Norman  Dun- 
can, who  has  spent  a  season  with  the  Doctor. 
"And  while  the  Doctor  was  preparing  for  this 
journey  a  second  sled*  arrived  with  a  message 
from  another  place  to  the  effect  that  the  Doc-' 
tor  should  call  at  once  to  treat  a  boy  who  had 
broken  his  thigh. 

"The  Doctor  thought  best  to  visit  first  the 
lad  with  the  broken  leg,  and  at  10  o'clock  thai 
night  he  was  at  his  bedside.  It  had  been  a 
black,  dark  night,  with  the  roads  precipitous. 
the  dogs  uncontrollable  and  the  physician  in 
great  haste.  The  Doctor  thought  many  a 
time  that  there  would  be  more  than  one 
broken  limb  by  the  time  of  his  arrival.  But 
there  was  no  misadventure,  and  he  found  the 
lad  in  great  pain,  wondering  why  he  must  suf- 
fer so.  livery  minute  there  would  be  a  jerk, 
a  flash"  of  pain,  and  a  cry  to  his  father  who 
was  holding  him  all  the  time. 

"The  Doctor  was  glad  to  get  the  choloro- 
form  mask  over  the  boy's  face — he  is  a  sym- 
pathetic man  ;  glad,  always  to  ease  pain.  The 
broken  bone  was  set  after  some  difficulty  and 
the  Doctor  had  a  cup  of  tea,  after  which  he 
retired  to  a  bed  on  the  floor  for  a  nap  until 
daylight,  as  it  was  impossible  to  continue  farr 
ther  in  the  black  night. 

"After  his  dogs  were  harnessed  and  he 
was  ready  to  depart,  the  little  patient  had 
awakened  and  was  merrily  calling  to  the  Doc- 
tor. 'He  was  as  merry  as  a  cricket,'  says  the 
Doctor,  'when  I  bade  him  good-by,' 

"About  12  hours  on  the  way  to  Conch, 
where  the  man  lay  dying  of  hemorrhage — a 
two  days'  journey — the  Doctor  fell  in  with,  a 
dog  train  bearing  the  mail.  The  mail  man 
had  a  letter  for  the  Doctor;  a  hasty  summons 
to  a  man  in  great  pain  some  60  miles  distant 
in  another  direction.  That  call,  owing  to 
sheer  impossibility,  was  not  answered. 

"When^the  Doctor  reached  the  coast,  for 
the  trip  to  Conch  was  over  the  level  ice  of 
the  sea,  there  was  a  man  waiting  to  intercept 
him,  as  the  news  of  his  probable  coming  had 
spread.  The  man  had  a  fresh  team  of  dogs 
and  wished  him  to  visit  a  sick  friend  on  an 
island.  It  was  not  much  out  of' his  way,  and 
the  Doctor  consented.  But  he  had  no  sooner 
reached  that  point  of  the  mainland,  whence 
he  was  bound  across  a  fine  stretch  of  ice  to 
the  island,  when  he  was  again  intercepted. 
This  time  it  was  a  young  man  whose  mother 
lay  ill  with  no  other  family  within  50  miles. 
Would  the  Doctor  help  her?  Yes,  the  Doc- 
tor Would — and  did.  And  as  he  was  ahout  ' 
to  leave  the  bedside  of  the  woman  she  asked 
him  to  take  a  message  to  a  Mr.  Elliott,  a  man 
who  was  accustomed  to  bury  the  Protestant 
dead  of  that  district.  'My  little  lad  has  been 
here  lying  dead  since  January,'  said  the  wo- 
man. It  was  then  early  in  March,  hut  bodies

"Having  promised  to  deliver  this  message 
the  Doctor  set  out  to  visit  the  sick  man  on  the 
island,  for  whom  also  he  did  what  he  could. 
Then  off  again  toward  Couch — now  with 
fresh  dogs  provided  by  the  friends  of  the  man 
wdio  lay  there  dying.  And,  by  the  way,  a 
man  brought  his  little  .son  for  examination  and 
treatment.  A  bright  eyed,  healthy  little  em- 
bryo fisherman — but  with  a  club  foot.  The 
Doctor  made  arrangements  for  the  child's 
transportation  to  the  hospital  at  St.  Anthony, 
where  he  could  without  doubt  be  cured,  and 
then  hurried  on. 

"The  way  now  led  through  an  impoverish- 
ed district.  At  one  settlement  there  were  40 
souls  without  a  scrap  of  food  or  money  who 
depended  upon  their  neighbors;  and  the  open- 
ing of  navigation  was  still  three  months  dis- 
tant. 'What  is  this?'  asked  the  Doctor,  as  he 
stopped  in  one  of  the  shacks  and  picked  up 
what  appeared  to  be  a  bundle  of  rags.

Now,  whether  the  incident  referred  to  is 
true  or  not.  the  sentiment  can  be  defended 
readily  and  it  applies,  most  aptly,  in  the  case 
of  a  certain  young  man  who  is  apparently  des- 
tined to  become  one  of  Canada's  most  'inter- 
esting and  entertaining  writers  of  fiction,  Mr. 
Hopkins  Moorhouse.  Circumstances  of  one 
kind  or  another  have  conspired  to  keep  Moor- 
house down  but  he  is  a  pretty  strong  dose  and 
he  has  belabored  the  internal  workings  of  the 
Humpback,  Pate,  to  such  purpose  that  the 
amphibian  will  doubtless  be  glad  to  -swim  in 
close  and  set  him  down  on  the  golden  sands 
of  the  Sea  of  Success. 

Moorhouse  was  born  and  "r'ared  an'  eddi- 


tn(\  they  gathered  together  a  large  heap  of 
ducats,  purchased  paper  and  type  and  ink  and 
went  to  work.  In  a  few  weeks  "The  Trail 
Magazine"  came  into  being.  It  smacked 
strongly  of  the  west  and  it  showed  little  knots 
and  ridges  of  undeveloped  muscle.  The  pro- 
moters of  the  admirable  enterprise  decided 
that  what  was  needed  was  a  real  good  trainer 
to  lick  the  baby  giant  into  shape.  And,  of 
course  you  can  see  the  climax  right  before 
•you ;  there  was  Moorhouse  up  at  the  parlia- 
ment buildings  on  Kennedy  street  trying  to 
bolster  up  Canadian  literature  with  one  hand 
•and  keep  the  politics  of  Manitoba  straight 
with  the  other. 

Moorhouse  jumped  back  into  the  literary 
field  with  a  sigh  of  relief  and  tackled  the  task 
of  keeping  the  infant  magazine  from  getting 
the  colic.  He  went  at  the  work  like  a  cyclone 
and  he  started  right.  From,  the  beginning 
The  Trail  paid  prices  for  stories  and  articles 
that  brought  out  the  work  of  some  of  the  best 
Canadian  writers  as  well  as  many  of  the  well 
known  and  rising  American  authors.  The 
new  magazine  grew  in  favor  with  every 
issue  and  now  it  takes  its  place  among  the 
best  magazines  on  the  news  stands,  confident 
of  its  contents  and  its  typographical  appear- 
ance. Its  rapid  growth  and  its  stability— ap-~ 
parently  it  has  come  to  stay — are  due  very 
largely  to  Moorhouse's  strong  vitality  and 
hard  work,  together  with  his  ability  and .  ex- 
perience. But,  while  he  was  steering  The 
Trail  clear  of  the  whooping  ceugh  and  help- 
ing to  cut  its,  first  teeth,  fie,  was  tod  busy  to 
contribute  any  personal  screw-jacks  to  th' 
elevation  of  Canadian  literature.  ,  Quite  re- 
cently, after  a  long  vacation,  he  has  written 
a  couple  of  new  stories  and,  with  The  Trail 
going  strong  it  is  likely,  that  the  young  editor 
will  long  for  the  ink-pots  again.  Moorhouse  is 
now  working  on  his  first  novel  which  will, 
like  his  many  successful  stories,  have'  a  Cana- 
dian theme.  It  is  probable  that  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Moorhouse  will  take  up  their  residence  in 
Victoria  when  the  former  severs  his  connec- 
tion with  The  Trail.     .

cated"  in  London,  Ont..  and  there,  attracted 
by  the  heroic  figures  of  certain  scribes,  seen 
through  the  windows  of  the  Free  Press  office, 
pounding  out  copy  on  early  model  Reming- 
tons, in  the  glare  of  arc  lights,  he  wandered, 
one  night,  into  newspaper  work.  He  es- 
caped before  he  was  utterly  doomed,  however, 
and  became  editor  of  a  monthly  magazine  de- 
voted to  the  entertainment  ot  the  public  by 
the  short  story  method.  Prior  to  this  Moor- 
house had  been  writing  stories  for  the  well 
known  magazines  but  he  had  kept  his  secret 
so  well  that  they  were  not  aware  of  the  fact; 
He  had  so  many  ideas  for  good  stories  that  he 
couldn't  get  them  sufficiently  disentangleel  to 
make  them  clear  in  the  course  of  5,000  words. 
This  was  his  despair  when  happily,  one  bright 
sunshiny  morning,  he  and  another  Canadian 
writer,  Mr.  Cy  \Varman.  happened  to  get  to- 
gether and  plan  a  railroad  story.  They  wrote  • 
it  in  collaboration  and  it  "went."  The  work 
on  this  gave  Moorhouse  the  proper  poise  and 
he  had  the  temerity  to  send  some  stories  to 
"big"  magazine  editors  and  politely  ask  pay 
for  them.  Moreover,  mark  you,  he  got  the 
pay.  The  stories  went  so  well  with  the  pub- 
lic that  the  magazines  became  Oliver  Twists 
and  Moorehouse  kept  Idling  the  bowls  for  a 
couple  of  years.     Then  he  went  to  Toronto. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  when  any 
aspiring  young  Canadian  writer  goes  to  To- 
ronto something  is  hound  to  happen  to  him. 
Moorhouse  came  under  the  eagle  eye  of  no 
less  a  personage  than  the  Hon.  R.  P.  Kohlin, 
premier  of  Manitoba,  Premier  Kohlin  was 
short  one  private  secretary  and  when  he  had 
talked  with  Moorhouse  for  a  time  he  coveted 
him.  Without  a  thought  for  the  future  of 
Canadian  literature,  Mr.  Rohlin  made  Moor- 
house an  offer  that  knocked  his  literary  aspira- 
tions, for  the  time  being,  into  a  cocked  hat 
and  he  and  Mrs.  Moorhouse  wired  at  once  for 
accommodations  at    the   Royal    Alexandra. 

In  Winnipeg  Moorhouse  served    as     Mr. 

Kohlin's  secretary  for  several  years  and  filled 
the  post  to  the  satisfaction  of  everybody  con- 
cerned. Meantime  he  found  opportunity  to 
turn  out  a  good  short  story  now  and  again 
and  all  of  them  were  Snapped  Up  by  the  maga- 
zines.' And  they  all  dealt  with  Canadian 
themes  in  a  manner  calculated  to  bring  honor 
upon  Canada.  But,  as  the  months  wore  on 
Politics  got  a  strangle  hold  on  Moorhouse's 
pen  and  threatened  to  turn  the  points  back. 
F6r  a  while  it  looked  as  if  Canadian  literature 
might  get  a  black  eye;  but,  in  the  end,  virtue 
was  triumphant. 

Less  than  a  year  ago  a  group  of  enterpris- 
ing Canadian  capitalists  declared  that  the 
time  was  ripe  to  establish  a  first  class  Cana- 
dian magazine  in  western  Canada.     To  this

The  campaign  against  the  rab- 
bit in  Australia  has  had  ail  the 
excitement  and  much  of  the  mis- 
ery of  a  great  war.  The  march 
inland  of  the  rodent  was  like  that 
of  a  devastating  army.  Smiling 
prosperity  was  turned  into  black 
ruin.  Where  there  had  been  green 
pastures  and  bleating  sheep  there 
was  a  bare  and  dusty  plain. 

In  some  places  the  rodents  were 
so  thick  that  you  could  hardly, 
walk  in  the  fields  without  tread- 
ing upon  them.  The  carcasses  of 
dead  rabbits  poisoned  the  air, 
and  caused  a  plague  of  flies, 
which  passed  from  them  to  the 
sheep,  causing  among  them  a 
serious  disease.

The   MP*t£ 
would  carefully  fence  with  rabbit 
proof  fencing  all  the  water-holes 
In!  his  "run,"  as  his  estate  would 
be  called  in     Australia.     But     at 
certain  places  little  yards,  having 
access  to  the.  water,  would  be  pro- 
vided.    Into  these  yards  the  rab- 
bits could  enter,  .but  they  could 
not  get  out.     Overnight  the  yards 
would  be  filled  with  rabbits,  arid 
they  would  be  destroyed  in    the 
morning  with  sticks. 

The  rabbit  in  Australia  is  now 
kept  in  check.  The  little  animal 
is  still  a  nuisance— a  most  expen- 
sive nuisance— but  he  no  longer 
actually  threatens  the  life  of  the 
pastoral  industry. 

Money,  too,  is  made     out     of 
him.     Trapped— not     poisoned— 
rabbits  are   exported     frozen     to 
Great  Britain.     Rabbit-skins     are 
utilized   for   leather,   and      lablm 
fur  for  felt-making.  .  So  — 
is  the  position  in  regard  to 
rabbit  that  when,  last     year,     a 
scientist  was     commissioned     by 
the  New  South     Wales     govern- 
ment to  test  the  value  of  a  virus 
which,   it  was     thought,     would 
cope  successfully  with  the  rabbit, 
there  was  some  outcry  against  its 
adoption.     There   could     be     no 
positive  assurance  that  the  virus 
would  actually    exterminate     the 
rabbit  population,  and    Australia 
decided  to  put  up  with  its  rabbits 
rather  than  take  any  risk     that  m 
might  be  incurred  by  a  new  ex- 
periment. 

There  is  one  curious  method  ot 
rabbit-extermination  proposed  in 
Australia,  as  to  the  usefulness  of 
which  the  writer  got  a  hint  when 
traveling     recently     in     Ireland. 
From  a  study  of  the  family  life 
of  the  rabbit,  Mr.  Rodier,  in  Aus- 
Itralia,  proposed  that  the  animals 
should  be  kept  in  check  by  a  sys- 
tematic, warfare  on  the     fern" -Is 
only,  allowing'  the  males  to     go 
free.     He   argued   that,   with   an 
excess  of   males,   the  rabbit  race 
would  lose  its  great  fecundity  and 
become  harmless. 

Now,  an  Irish  landlord,  who 
had  a  rabbit-warren  on  his  es- 
tate, had  rabbits  trapped,  partly 
to  supply  the  table,  partly  to  keep 
the  tribe  in  check.  The  traps 
would  catch  more  buck  rabbits 
than  does,  as  the  male  wanders 
about  more  than  the  female. 
While  trapping  was  kept  up  the 
rabbits  in  the  warren  were  heal- 
thy and  vigorous.  When  trap- 
ping was  for  some  reason  stopped 
for  a  few  years,  the  rabbits  de- 
creased very  much  in     numbers 

and  size. 

Some  one  has  calculated  that 
the  rabbits  in  Australia  must 
reach  to  the  number  of  1,000,000,- 
000,000.  But,  of  course,  there  is 
no  means  of  taking  a  census ;  the 
calculation  is  largely  guesswork, 
its  foundation  being  a  rough  num- 
bering of  the  rabbits  to  be  found 
in  an  acre  of  country,  and  mul- 
tiplying that  by  the  number  of 
rabbit-infested  acres. 

Another  theorist  on  the   rabbit 
problem   suggests  that  some  day 
the  rabbit  will  actually  be     cul- 
tivated and  improved  in  Austra- 
lia, as  the  sheep     was,     his     fur 
lengthened,  and  the  value  of  his 
skin     thus     improved,     both     as 
clothing  in  cold  climates  and    as 
the  basis  of  felt  for  hats.    He  pic- 
tures possible  future     stud-rabbit 
sales.     But  that  is  a  dream  of  the 
future.     At  present  the  rabbit  in 
Australia     is     a  declared     public 
enemy,  of  which  no  man  can  give 
harborage  without  incurring    the 
resentment  of  the  law.

It  is  a  unique  Christmas.  In  the  morning 
the  bells  ring, and  service  is  conducted  in  the 
saloon.  The  afternoon  is  spent  on  deck  en- 
joying the  crisp  salt  breeze  and  warm  sunshine 
which  feels  good  to  us  who  have  just  come 
from  six  weeks  of  rain  in  England. 

For  our  Christmas  dinner,  the  dining  saloon 
has  been  tastefully  decorated  .with  evergreens 
and  flags,  and  everyone  enjoys  himself  im- 
mensely.   I  have  to  smile  at  the  conclusion: 

We  have  been  supplied  with  bon  bons  and 


all  in  a  state  of  preservation  which  makes  it 
hard  to  believe  they  have  lain  buried  for  cen- 
turies under  lava  and  ashes. 

One  is  struck  by  the  evident  age  of  every- 
thing in  Naples.  We  can  easily  imagine  that 
anything  we  see  was  the  same  centuries  ago. 

We  pass  through  narrow,  filthy  streets, 
crowded  with  a  motley  collection  of  pictur- 
esque mortals.  Old  women,  reminding  us  of 
the  hags  and  witches  we  knew  in  our  fairy 
tale  days,  potter  about.  Aged  cripples  and 
young  men,  clothed  mostly  in  rags,  lounge 
about -tn.  shaded  doorways  Bare- footed,  filthy 
urchins  dart  in  and  out  among  the' queer-look- 
ing vehicles  drawn  by  tiny  donkeys,  some  of

Next  day  we  sight  the  coast  of  Portugal 
and  run  south  all  day.    The  sun  shines  bright- 
ly, and  it  is  hard  to  believe  that  a  couple  of 
days  ago  we  were  shivering  in  London  fogs. 

1  hrough  our  glasses  we  can  see  quaint  lit- 
tle villages  nestling  among  the  valleys  of  the 
sea  shore.  Toward  night  we  pass  the  mouth 
of  the  lagus,  and  high  on  a  towering  cliff  is 
situated  the  castle  to  which  King  Manuel  fled 
during  the  recent  revolution. 

On  the  27th  we  enter  the  harbor  of  Gib- 
raltar. The  Rock  forms  an  imposing  spectacle 
as  we  come  to  anchor  a  hundred  yards  or  so 
from  the  town  built  along  its  edge.  A  tender 
takes  us  ashore,  where  we  are  besieged  hv  rag- 
ged urchins  of  all' sorts  with  postal  cai3s 
curios,  etc.,  to  sell.  It  is  almost"  necessary  to 
belabor  them  before  we  can  proceed  in  peace 
It  is  a  quaint  place;  little,  narrow  streets  run- 
ning, in  all  directions,  down  which  amble  tiny 
donkeys  laden  with  enormous  bundles  of  fag- 
gots or  merchandise.  Women  and  children, 
clad  in  nondescript  garments,  are  everywhere 
in  evidence,  and  as  I  watch  I  see  Greeks,  Arabs 
Frenchmen,  negroes,  Spaniards,  Turks,  Hindus', 
Englishmen— every  nationality  seems  to  be  re-

We  find  that  the  Canal  was  opened  in  1868 
and  cost  $120,000,000.  It  is  120  feet  wide  and 
30  feet  deep  in  the  centre,  and  99  miles  long. 
Between  4,000  and  5,000  ships  pass  through 
the  Canal  annually,  and  pay  on  an  average 
$5,000  for  the  right.  Our  ship  being  of  lar^e 
size,  pays  $10,000  for  the  18  hours  we  are  in 
the   Canal. 

It  is  a  wonderfully  interesting  scene  we 
have  before  us  this  bright  African  morning. 
Io  starboard  lies  the  storied  land  of  Lower 
Egypt;  on  our  port  the  desert  stretches  away 
to  those  faroff  foothills  which,  blending  with 
the  sky,  form  a  picture  to  make  an  artist  ex-" 
claim  with  delight.  Strange-looking  creatures 
clothed  in  flowing  robes  and  turbans  come 
tumbhng.out  of  their  huts  to  greet  the  ship  as 
she  passes,  laughing  and  calling  merry  greet- 
ings in  Arabic.  Queer  little  homes  they  live 
in,  built  of  reeds  thatched  with  mud.  Yonder 
lies  an  oasis,  green  and  beautiful  amid  the 
and  waste,  its  tall  palms  and  luxuriant  vege- 


We  hire  rickshaws,  of  which  there  are  hun- 
dreds in  Ceylon.  One  of  the.  men  who  drew  me 
had  been  in  the  game  thirty  years,  and  he  was 
a  veritable  living  skeleton.  I  asked 'a  Colombo 
man  why  they  did  not  train  some  of  the  run- 
ners for  Marathon  races.  He  told  me  that 
these  men,  who  draw  a  loaded  rickshaw  'for 
18  and  20  miles  a  day,  cannot  run  a  mile  out- 
side the  shafts.  It  is  a  peculiar  thing,  but  he 
assured  me  it  was  quite  true. 

Tiring  of  the  town,  we  drive  along  the  sea- 
shore to  a  splendid  hotel,  situated  in  the  midst 
of  tall  cocoa  palms  and  beautiful  tropical  gar- 
dens. All  is  gaiety  and  laughter  here.  It  is

Conch,  healing  many  of  the  folk,  helping  more 
and  at  the  end  of  that  period  the  man  who  had 
suffered  with  the  hemorrhage  was  so  far  re- 
stored that  with  new  dogs  the  Doctor  set  out 
for ^Canada   Bay,   still   traveling  southward, 

"There  we  had  some  interesting  cases. 
One  of  these  involved  an  operation,  that  of 
opening  a  kneejoint  and  removing  a  loose 
body,  with  the  result  that  a  fisherman  who 
had  long  been  crippled  was  made  quite  well 
again. 

"Then  there  came  a  second  call  from 
Conch.  Seventeen  men  came  for  the  physician 
who  were  ready  to  haul  his  sled  themselves 
in  ease  there  were  no  dogs  to  be  had.  To  this 
call  the  Doctor  immediately  responded,  and 
having  treated  patients  at  Conch  and  by  the 
way,  he  set  out  upon  the  return  journey  to  St 
Anthony,  fearing  that  his  absence  had  already 
been  unduly  prolonged. 

"He  had  not  gone  far  on  his  way  when  he 
fell  in  with  another  sled  bearing  a  box  in 
which  lay  an  old  woman  bound  to  St.  Anthony 
in  care  of  her  sons,  to  have  her  foot  ampu- 
tated, * 

"Crossing  the  salt  water  ice,  one  of  the 
dogs  fell  through.  There  was  a  biting  north- 
west wind  blowing  and  the  temperature  was 
10  degrees  below  zero.  While  the  Doctor  ' 
was  still  a  mile  away  from  the  land  he  got 
off  the  sled  to  try  the  ice.  It  suddenly  -ave 
way  and  in  he  fell.  The  Doctor  managed  to 
scramble  out,  and  as  the  nearest  house  was 
ten  miles  distant,  and  it  meant  death  by

As  we  drive  along  boys  perch  themselves 
behind  our  carriage,  offering  flowers  and  fruit 
for  sale;  others  run  alongside  with  postal  cards 
or  curios.  Getting  out  of  the  business  por- 
tion of  the  city,  we  see  the  dwellings  of  the 
better  class,  the  green  lawns  set  with  lemon 
and  orange  trees  and  a  profusion  of  beautiful 
flowers. 

_  We  return  to  the  ship  to  find  her  infested 
with  peddlers,  their  goods  spread  over  the 
promenade  deck,  who  try  to  convince  us  with 
more  persistency  than  delicacy  that  their 
wares  are  "very 'nice." 

Around  the  ship  are  various  boats,  con- 
taining singing  girls  and  musicians  and  others, 
in  which  are  cripples  and  blind  beggars  shout- 
ing for  pennies. 

We  hoist  anchor  about  four  o'clock  and 
Naples  is  soon  lost  to  view. 

Running  south  through  the  Tyrrenian  Sea, 
we  pass  Stomboli  and  enter  the  Straits  of 
Messina,  which  separate  Sicily  from  Italy. 
The  straits  are  quite  narrow,  enabling  us  to

As  we  look  up  the  precipitous  sides  of  the 


fortress,  hard  enough  to  climb  in  themselves 
without  the  menace  of  the  frowning  batteries, 
we  know  to  be  concealed  there,  we  can  well  be- 
lieve the  place  impregnable. 

We  leave  about  4  p.m.  and  run  through  the 
Straits  of  Gibraltar  with  the  coast  of  Morocco 
on  one  hand  and  Spain  on  the  other. 

Next  morning  finds  US  running  up  the  Gulf 
of  Lyons.  A  heavy  gale  is  blowing  and  the 
sea  is  running  high.  Our  big  ship  tosses  about, 
plunging  with  a  shudder  into  the  heavy  head 
seas  and  tossing  the  spray  high  above  her  fun- 
nels; for  all  that  she  is  a  splendid  sea  boat.  The 
ocean  resembles  a  huge  snowfield  with  its 
mass  of  foam-crested  waves. 

At  8  p.m.  we  reach  Marseilles  ,the  big  sea 
port  on  the  south  coast  of  Spain,  where  we  tike 
on  mail  and  passengers.  \\Y  leave  Marseilles 
and  run  across  the  Gulf  of  Genoa,  then  south- 
east through  the  Ligurian  Sea.  About  nonn 
on  the  30th  we  pass  close  to  the  northern  coast 
of  Corsica,  famous  for  all  time  as  the  birth 
place  of  Napoleon.  Off  our  port  bow  lies 
Elba,  a  nagged,  barren-looking  island,  whence 
Napoleon  escaped  to  make  his  last  attempt  to 
dominate  the  world.  Our  imagination  pic- 
tures the  ship  beating  into  the  bay  before  Us 
under  cover  of  darkness,  the  eager  watchers 


and  we  find  it  hard  to  imagine  those  peaceful- 
looking  spots  as  the  scenes  of  that  awful  catas- 
trophe that  wiped  out  thousands  of  lives  and 
caused  a  whole  world  to  shudder  with  horror 
We  do  not  see  Mt  .Etna,  as  it  is  night  time 
when  we  round  the  southernmost  point  of 
Italy  and  run  north  through  the  Ionian  Sea 
and  Gulf  of  Taranto  to  Taranto,  where  we 
take  on  passengers  and  mail,  and  run  southeast 
again,  passing  Mona  and  Crete  on  our 
to  Port  Said  and  the  Suez  Canal.

Late  in  the  afternon  of  the  4th  we  smht 
the  fishing  fleet  off  the  mouth,  of  the  Nile 
Quaint-looking  craft  these,  with  their  high 
bows  and  sterns  and  picturesque  crews.

Our  ship  is  moored  in  the  stream  about 
roo.  feet  from  the  shpre,  and  we  see  Port  Said 
stretching  back  from  the  edge  of  the  Canal.

As  I  look  yet  more  closely,  I  see  large  num- 
bers of  camels  with  their  riders  reclining  in 
the  shade.  A  man  rises  to  survey  us.  On  his 
back  is  slung  a  long  gun.  He  carries  daggers  in 
his  colored  sash,,  and  his  turban  resembles  a 
nuns  headdress.  He  is  a  Bedouin  a  typical 
son  of  the  desert. 

I  cross  the  deck  and  there,  far  out  over  the 
desert,  shimmering  in  the  now  fiercely  burn- 
ing sun,  a  camel  and  its  rider  are  making  for 
the  foothills.  I  stand  and  wonder  how  man 
can  hve  in  such  a  waste,  and  where  yonder 
rider  is  going,  until  finally  he  is  lost  to  view 
behind  some  desert  dune. 

Not  only  from  a  scenic  point  of  view  is  the 
country  interesting.  Over  this  desert  once 
toned  the  cniidren  of  Israel  fleeing  from  bond- 
age in  that  laud  across  the  Canal,  with  Moses 
at  their  head.  Yonder  are  the  wells  Moses 
dug  for  the  thirsting  people.  One  day's  camel 
rule  beyond  those  foothills  will  bring  the 
traveler  to  Mt.  Sinai.  Down  this  road  we  are 
passing  once  came  Abraham  and  later  Joseph 
and,  more  interesting  still,  along  the  same  road 
Jesus  fled  hundred's  of  years  later. 

Is  is  strange  that  we  should  come  under 
the  spell  of  this  land,  shrouded  in  mystery 
where  thousands  of  years  ago  these  immortal 
characters  lived  and  suffered,  where  so  much 
of  the  world's  history  has  had  its  foundation, 
a  land  peopled  in  bygone  ages  by  races  whose 
magnificence  and  the  splendor  of  whose  civili- 
zation causes  the  modern  world  to  wonder. 

And  so,  lost  in  the  interest  of  the  scene 
we  come  to  Suez  and  the  end  of  the  Canal. 

We  do  not  land  at  Suez,  as  we  are  still  fly- 
ing the  yellow  flag,  and  after  landing  some 
passengers  we  proceed  on  our  way  down  the 
Gu  f  of  Suez  to  the  Red  Sea.  Many  passengers 
00k  forward  to  the  heat  with  misgiving,  and 
indeed  it  IS  hot  when  we  enter.  One  is  in  a 
continual  state  of  perspiration.  The  only  place 
you  are.  cool  during  the  day  is  in  a  bath  tub 
full  of  cold  sea  water,  and  you  are  not  liable 
to  shiver  even  there. 

On  the  morning  oj  the  8th  we  pass  throu.di 
Hells;  Gates,  the  entrance  to  the  Straits  of 
Bab  el  Mandeb,  and  run  through  them  with 
the  coast  of  Arabia  on  one  hand  and  Somaliland 
on  the  other,  and  into  the  Gulf  of  Aden.     It  is 
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gathered  for  the  weekly  ball.  ll0m   freezing  into   a  solid   mass   and  by   the

Well,  this  day  shall  not  be 
thrown  away;  I  shall  play  my  game  now. 
Those  fish  by  the  reeds  shall  not  be  disturbed, 
so  the  punt  must,  sing,  but  not  till  I  have  moor- 
ed a  goodly  "big  'un"  under  the  bridge.  My 
big  sailor's  knife,  some  rough  packing  string, 
and  four  of  my  12-bore  cartridges  will  be  use- 
ful in  this  work.  On  the  way  down  to  the 
river  I  hear  wood  sawing,  and  soon  locate  the 
estate  carpenter's  hut.  Mem.,  in  the  manner 
of  Sherlock  Holmes:  Man  will  go  off  to  din- 
ner at  twelve  o'clock,  leaves  his  tools;  striking 
ten  now  on  church  clock  ;  village  sure  to  be 
close  to  church;  village  shop  sells  paint  prob- 
ably; church  clock  sounded  on  a  hearing  of 
those  two  tall  poplars  in  line.

They,  as 
most  of  you  know,  belong  to  the  United 
States — that  is — the  islands,  not  the 
seals.  The  Americans,  at  one  time, 
claimed  that  all  the  seals  in  Bering  sea 
were  theirs  but  a  court  which  sat  at 
Paris    decided    against    this    clainu. 

The  Copper  and  Commanderoffski 
islands  on  the  Siberian  coast  are  breed- 
ing grounds  belonging  to  Russia,  and 
the  Kurlle.  arid  Rohben  Bahk  and  St. 
Jonas  islands,  much  smaller  places,  are 
owned,  by  Japan.  The  Japanese  have 
the  most  valuable  fishing  fleet.  It  is 
likely  that  all  owners  of  Sealing  ves- 
sels will  be  compensated  for  their  loss- 
es If  It  is  decided  to  put  a  stop  to  the 
hunting  but  we  must  watch  and  learn 
what  the  conference  decides.

The  dramatic  and  tragic  death  of  Count 
Lyoff  Tolstoy,  Russia's  grandest  man,  h/is 
thrown  into  a  lurid  light  the  sadness  of  great 
genius,  and  shown  the  utter  powerlessness  of 
philosophy  to  mitigate  the  essential  sorrows  of 
human  life.  In  spite  of  his  great  love  of  man- 
kind, notwithstanding  his  absolute  renuncia- 
tion of  selfishness,  his  marvellous  sacrifices  for 
his  fellowmen,  Tolstoy  passed,  out  into  the 
darkness  or  the  dawn  that  men  call  Death,  on 
the  summit  of  a  destiny  so  tragic  that  he  sits 
at  the  haunted  table  with  Macbeth,  walks  the 

battlements   of   Elsinore   with   the   Prince   of 

Denmark,  wanders  in  the  Russian  snow  like  a 

Slavonic  King  Lear,  and  fills  the  imagination 

like  a  Greek  %GEdipus  or  Hecuba. 

Never  shall  I  forget  the  sunny  summer  day 

I  spent  with  the  great  man  and  with  his  charm- 
ing wife,  the  Countess  Sophia  Tolstoy,  at  the 

historic  Tolstoy  home  of  Yasnaya  Poliana,  one 

hundred  and  sixty  miles  southeast  of  Moscow.

seemed  to  me  more  autocratic 
wife,  a  beautiful  and  accomplished  Russian, 
looked  like  a  ynnng  English  girl.

Sergius  Tolstoy  who  is  now  administering  the 
estates,  and  it  was,  the  severity  of  the  regime 
of  Sergius  that  embittered  the  old  philosopher  s 
last  days.  I  observed  when  Lyoff  proposed  to 
mc  a  walk  among  the  peasants  that,  though 
Sergius's  wife  accompanied  us,  Sergius  himself 
did  not  come.  I  noticed  also  that  he  had  the 
finest  clothes  of  the  party,  and  was  rather  re- 

served. 

One  does  not  realize  the  barrier  language 
is  until  one  is  in  a  position  like  that  of  my  own 
that  day.  Prince  Obolinski  could  not  speak 
English,  therefore  I  got  no  clear  idea  of  him 
at  all.  He  is  the  husband  of  Alexandra,  and 
seemed  to  believe  in  everything  she  said  or  did. 
Now  Alexandra  was  the  life  and  soul  of  the 
Tolstoy  family.  Her  mother's  comfort,  her 
father's  friend.  Alone  in  the  family  she  was 
heart  and  soul  devoured  by  the  fire  of  her 
father's  great  dream  of  Christ-like  love  and  hu- 
manity.    "My  father    does    this;    my    father

Russia  really  estimates  the  Americans  at  their 
real  worth.  The  Russian  mind  alone  of  all  Eu- 
rope can  grasp  the  American  situation,  and 
take  a  point  of  view  akin  to  that  of  a  citizen 
of  this. country.  I  think  this  must  result  from 
the  fact  that  Russia  is  more  or  less  like  the 
United  States.  The  Russian  looks  out  on  vast 
plains,  mysterious  rivers,  lofty  mountains, 
wide  horizons,  and  partakes  in  his  character  of 
the  immensity  of  his  surroundings. 

At  the  station  of  Tula,  the  Manchester  of 
Russia,  I  left  the  train,  and  bade  adieu  to  some 
young  students  I  had  met,  who  talked  English 
and  interested  me  in' student  ways  among  the 
Slavs.    The  month  was  June,  the  day  divine. 

We  passed  a  gang  of  Russian  women  work- 
ing on' the  railroad.  They  looked  brown  and 
healthy;  not  suffragists,  but  quite  as  happy  as 
though  they  had  been— not  any  of  them  in  need 
of  nervine  or'  a  sanatorium.  We  met  several 
droshky  drivers,  singing  away,  as  if  Siberia  did 
"not  exist.  An  old  man  on  the  roadside  munch- 
ed black  bread  and  looked  the  picture  of  satis- 
faction. The  two  little  Finland  ponies  who 
dragged  my  droshky  flitted  over  the  white  and 
dusty  road.  The  lark  sang  in  the  blue  heaven. 
The  bee  haunted  the  flowery  hedgerows  and 
flaunted  his  yellow  gold  unfearing  of  any 
highwayman. 

In  two  hours  or  less  we  made  the  twelve 
miles  that  intervened  between  the  station  and 
the  Tolstoy  home.

The  Countess  was  the  embodiment  of  a 
charming  and  cultivated  woman ;  an  ideal 
mother,  vearning  over  her  family,  thinking  of 
their  several  careers- -not  a  philosopher's 
wife,  but  a  thoughtful,  tender  mother  of 
sturdy  sons;  the  type  of  the  German  Ewig 
Wiebliche— the   Eternal   womanly. 

The  tragedy  of  Tolstoy's  life  was,  how- 
ever, impressed  on  all  I  saw.  .  The  human  ties 
were  a  tether  to  this  God-haunted  man.  It 
emphasized  fearfully  to  me  the  strong  words 
of  Jesus:  "If  any  man  will  follow  me,  and 
leave  not  father  and  mother  and  wife  and 
family,  he  is  not  worthy  of  me." 

When  I  asked  the  cpurrtesfs  and  her  fam- 
ily if  I  might  photograph  a  group  of  them  in 
the  garden,,  she   very  graciously     acquiesced. 
But  when  I  was  about  to  leave  out  of  the  pic- 
ture the  wives  of  Lyoff  and  Sergius,  wishing 
to  get  a  group  of  just  Tolstoy's  own  children, 
the  Countess  objected.     "No,"  she  said,  "my 
sons'  wives  are  my  children.     I  love  them  and 
am  as  proud  of  them  as  if  they  were  my  own 
daughters.

So  I  had  time 
to  study  the  variety  and  temperament  of  his 
most  agreeable  family.  First  I  noticed  that 
every  member  of  the  family  had  great  pride 
and  respect  for  the  splendid  old  man  who  was 
at  the  head  of  the  house.  Lyoff,  his  namesake, 
had  a  very  pretty  wife,  the  daughter  of  a  Swed- 
ish professor  in  the  University  of  Upsala  near 
Stockholm.    Lyoff  is  a  writer,  and  had  written 


of  life.  But  now  it  shows.  We  had  16  chil- 
dren ;  eight  of  them  are  alive.  As  we  grow 
older  (my  husband  and  I)  our1  ways  diverge.

Upon  America  and  its  people—their  past 
history,  their  future  prospects,  upon  our  mil- 
lionaires, and  upon  our  superb  public  schools 
—Tolstoy  was  quite  at  home.     The  most  re- 
condite problems  of  our  family,  social  and  civic 
life   seemed  to  be  an   open   book  to  the  Rus- 
sian philosopher.     He  was  wise  and  kind  and 
generous   in   his   opinions   concerning   nations 
and  men.     The  English,  he  said,  gave  freedom 
to  the  world  and  civilized  Europe.     But  a  na- 
tion, like  a  man,  lives  its  life  and  goes  into  old 
age.     The   English  had  handed  the  torch  of 
civilization  to^America.     The  Americans  had 
done  wonderful  things;  they  must  take  care 
that  great  wealth  and  success  do  not  become 
a  cancer,  eating  out  the  vital  life.     Every  boy 
and  girl  in  the  great  republic  should  be  taught 
in  its  mother's  arms  the  eternal  difference  be- 
tween right  and  wrong.     This  was  more  im- 
portant  in   America   than   in   any  other   land, 
because  just  now  America  was  Nature's  pet. 

Here,   then,  in     juxtaposition     were      two 
world-characters.     The  tragic     element     was 
terribly   emphasized   by   the   fact   that     both 
were  lovely  and  lovable,  yet  the  diameter  of 
the  world  apart  in  their  hopes  and  aspirations. 
The  family,  with  the  exception  of  Alexandra, 
were  separated  from  the  grand  gray  man,  who 
lived  among  them  by  the  conventions  and  mis- 
takes of  ten  thousand  years.     He  wished  that 
all  the  world  might  become  poor  and  pure  and 
brave — all  working  and  producing,  all  having 
enough,  yet  none  too  much.     They  loved  the 
world  as  it  has  developed,  developed  into  class 
and   caste   and   creed.      He   saw    humanity   as 
simply  Man— Man  not  crowned  nor  chained. 
The  rags  of  wretchedness   and     the     purple 
robes  of  power  had  lost  all  difference  and  all 
distinction  in  Tolstoy's  democracy.     His  fam- 
ily was  received  at  court  by  the  Czar  and  the 
bureaucracy — that  bureaucracy  which  to  Tol- 
stoy was  a  fiend's  machine  to     grind     with 
grinding   wheels   the   very   semblance   of   hu- 
manity out  of  the  most  impressive  nation  of 
Europe.     Not  lit  legendary  fable,  but  m  sim- 
ple fact,  all   that  was   Godlike  had  vanished 
from  the  Church  of  Russia. 

"I  am  glad,"  he  said  to  me,  "that  I  have 
been  excommunicated  from  the  Church  of 
Russia.  U  ought  to  have  been  done  years 
before.  Only  Fear  kept  the  Holy  Synod  from 
doing  this  long  ago,  Ami  fear  of  what?  I 
have  no  army;  I  preach  no  wars-  War  and 
bloodshed  1  have  always  hated.  Simply  this 
a  religion  that  teaches  lies  must  always  be 
afraid.  This  church  can  never  do  the  ^  peas- 
ants of  Russia  any  good,  but  only  evil." 

On  the  other  hand,  Tolstoy's  wife  is  a  de- 
votee of  the  Church.  Old  age,  when  a  man 
wants  to  draw  his  chair  up  to  the  comforts  of 
the  world's  warm  fire,  found  one  of  its  great- 
est men  out  shivering  in  the  cord. 

The  tragedy  of  Tolstoy's  married  life  be- 
gan only  in  his  old  age.  He  studied  at  Kazan, 
on  the  Volga  River,  lie  was  born  in  [828. 
His  great-grandfather,  one  Peter  Tdlstoy,  was 
a   friend   and   confidant    of    Peter    the      Great

in  the  Kfeutzer  Sonata.  The  book  ran  through 
five  editions  in  Paris,  and  gave  the  young 
man's  father  great  umbrage.  For  a  long  time 
the  father  would  not  speak  to  his  favorite  son. 
"But"  said  young  Tolstoy  to  me,  "father  is 
getting  more  mellow  as  he  advances  in  years ; 
and  we  are  now  the  best  of  friends/' 

Sereius  Tolstoy,  who  won  the  Cross  of  St. 
'  George  for  bravery  in  the  Russo-Japanese  war, 


concerns,  full  of  common  human  needs." 

Presently  the  aged  philosopher  came  down 
from  his  work.  He  greeted  me  with  the  ut- 
most kindliness.  There  was  a  majesty  not  of 
this  world  on  his  noble  face — the  face  of 
Moses  as  given  us  by  Michelangelo.  He  did 
not  take  any  interest  in  the  general  conversa- 
tion going  on  among  his  family,  but  was  won« 


When  Alexis,  the  son  pf  Peter  the  Great*  was 
guilty  of  treason  against  his  father  and. tied  to 
Italy,  old  Peter  Tolstoy  took  the  part  of  Sher 
lock  Holmes,  traced  him  to  his  hiding  place 
and  brought,  him  to  St.  Petersburg.  For  this 
and  other  things  the  Czar  gave  the  Tolstoys 
the  estates  south  of  Moscow. 
•  '  Tolstoy's  fattier  wa-s  in  the  war  of  1812, 
against  Napoleon.  He  himself  served  with 
honor  in  the  Crimean  war  against  England 
and  France.  When  he  came  back  to  Peters- 
burg, Tolstoy  began  to  write,  and  soon  was 
the  foremost  novelist  of  Russia.  Tourgienieff 
wrote  from  his  deathbed  beseeching  Tolstoy  to 
remain   in   literature  exclusively. 

But  Tolstoy  began  to  be  disgusted  with 
the  praise  and  sysophancy  of  the  crowd.  He 
thought  that  after  war  and  dissipation  and  the 
Dead  Sea  Apples  of  human  acclaim  he  would 
marry  and  enjoy  the  sweetness  of  home-like 


and  innocent  human  love.  He  carried  out  this  t 
excellent  plan;  and  in  1862,  at  the  age  of  34, 
he  was  wedded  to  Sophia  Palevna,  the  bright 
and  witty  young  daughter  of  a  professor  in  the 
Moscow  university.  She  was  sweet  and  six- 
teen. Together  they  courted  in  the  beautiful 
manner  of  Kitty  and  Levin  as  described  in 
Anna  Karenina,  and  the  loveliness  of  fresh 
and  simple  living  made  their  married  life  for 
a  long  time  ideal. 

But  as  has  happened  often  before  and  will 
again,  a  line  of  separation  came  to  grow  be- 
tween the  lovers.    Twelve  years  ago  or  more 
Count   Tolstoy   entirely   changed   his    disposi- 
tion ;  he  began  to  feel  that  the  lands  given  his 
ancestors  by  Peter  the  Great  were  the  result 
of  war  and  of  injustice— the  fearful  wages  of 
sin  and  shame.     For  many  years  he  had  toiled 
witn  anu  ior  iuc  pcasanta  ui  ais  woi^v.^.     *-~.. 
he  proposed  to  give  them  back  the  lands  wrest- 
ed from  them  by  cruel  robbers  in  the  past.    He 
resolved  to  give  away  all  his  money.    He  went 
farther:  he  began  to  look  on  property  as  a 
hideous  wrong.     He  refused  to  copyright  his 
books.    His  family  were  growing  up.    Like  the 
good  mother  that  she  is,  the  Countess  could 
not  look  upon  the  giving  away  of  her  children's 
birthright  with  feelings  other  than  those  of  dis- 
may.    The  breach  was   widening.     The   love 
and  respect  were  there,  but  the  mutual  con- 
fidence was  going. 

Tolstoy  would  give  away  gold   coir*  as  he 
would  put  a  few  pennies  in  the  hand  of  a  starv- 
ing peasant.     The  family  felt  that  they  must 
give  him  copper  or  silver  instead  of  gold  ones. 
The  old   man   felt  the  slight.     Moreover,   he 
wished  to  abandon  the  mansion  and  live  in  a 
cottage.    He  dressed  in  peasant's  garb,  ate  the 
rough  fare  of  the  rude  toilers  of  the  soil.    His 
family  ere  long  felt  he  was  not  the  same  char- 
acter he  had  been  all  his  former  life.  All  but  his 
beloved  "Doushka,"  Alexandra.     She  becahie 
his  amanuensis  instead  of  his  wife.     She  be- 
came his  confidante.    To  her  at  last  he  willed 
his  books.    Her  hand  he  held  as  he  drifted  out 
across  the  bar. 

The  evening  I  dined  with  the  Tolstoy  fam- 
ily was  the  finest  experience  of  my  life.    There 
were  the  sons  and  daughters,  there  the  Coun- 
tess and  the  good  old  Count.     He  sat  out  in 
the  open  air  on  the  veranda,  beside  his  wife, 
as  is  the  custom  in  a  Russian  family.     I  was 
given  a  seat  beside  Tolstoy  as  the  guest.    Fie 
ate  his  black  bread  and  soup,  while  the  rest 
of  us  regaled  ourselves  with  a  dinner  just  like 
that  served  in  an  American  home.    Good  cheer 
and  good-will  were  all  around  the  table.    But 
there  was  a  residuum  of  unspoken  sorrow,  a 
blight  like  a  touch  of  frost  on  the  scenery  of 
summer.      "Russia    will   go  on   from   bad   to 
worse,"  the  Count  remarked  to  me;  "no  good 
can  come  from  written,  spoken  or  acted  lies. 
And  the  Russians  are  such  a  democratic  race. 
I  cannot  see  what  will  come  here.    I  do  know 
that  when  we  have  a  republic  it  will  be  more 
thorough  than  even  your  American  one.     We 
will   be   real   brothers.      Russia   has   the   best 
destiny  of  any.     But  all  this  government  and 
church  must  be  swept  out,  root  and  branch.    T

not  so  far." 

Meanwhile  the  merry  chat  and  laughter  and 
joy   of  the   young   men   and     women     was    a 
strange  and  even  weird  contrast.     After  sup-' 
per   we  took  our  seats  on  the  veranda.     The 
evening  was  cool.    The  Countess  brought  out 
a  mantle  to  throw  over  the  shoulders  of  her 
husband.   '  It   was   quite   humanlike,   yet   with 
an  eerie  atmosphere  of  the  supernatural.     He 
was  lonely.     His  heart  was  breaking  for  the 
woes  and  wrongs  of  men.    Alone  with  the  cul- 
ture and  joy  and  sweetness  of  a  refined  and 
lovable   wife   and   children.     Weary   with   the 
burden  of  humanity;  in  his  big  heart  a  sweat 
of  blood  for  the  wounds  that  will  never  heal 
and  the  pangs  that  tempi  the  spirit  to  rebel. 

"You  are  accused,"  I  said,  "of  denying  the 
immortality  of  the  soul."  Tolstoy  gazed  out 
on  the  flushed  face  of  the  sky,  then  turned  that 
wonderful  face  upon  me.  "If  you  mean  by  im- 
mortality an  eternity  of  pain  [or  any  soul,  ) 
,1,,  deny  the  doctrine  of  immortal  life.  But 
I  have  not  denied  the  Life  Eternal,  and  1  be 
'ieve

"Care  will  kill  a  cat,  therefore  let's  be 
merry,"  has  a  Shakespearean  sound,  but  in 
truth  is  from  the  pen  of  George  Withers.

A  well-known  expression,  yet  few  people 
have  ever  read  Samuel  Butler's  Hudibras,  the 
great  satire  in  which  it  occurs.

set  to  music. 

In  Scott's  "Marmion"  occurs  the  couplet,

A  quotation  every  child  hears  in  its  lessons  on 
integrity. 

The  hostess,  wishing  to  pay  delicate  tribute 
to  her  guest,  speaks  of  her  visit  as  being  "Like 
angel  visits,  few  and  far  between,"  which  ex- 
pression originated  with  Thomas  Campbell  in 
his  Pleasures  of  Hope.

The  moral  training  to  be  gained  from  sport 
is  excellent;  unselfishness,  courage,  persever- 
ance, comradeship,  loyalty,  and  strength  of 
purpose  are  encouraged,  as  well  as  straight- 
ness  and  certainty  of  aim.  Girls  of  the  emo- 
tional or  sentimental  type  are  seldom  found 
among  those  who  indulge  in  sport,  neither  are 
there  "nerves"  in  the  modern  sense  to  distract  ■» 
these  young  women  who  have  something 
wholesome  and  bracing  to  think  about. 

It  is  true  that  some  dressmakers  complain 
that  the  sporting  girl  developes  the  figure  of 
a  man,  more  or  less;  that  is  to  sav.  she  has 
straight  hips,  and  a  waist  not  at  all  sugges- 
tive of  a  wasp;  but  as  she  usually,  after  a  sea- 
son or  two,  is  like  a  man  in  good  training,  in 
that  she  has  not  an  ounce  of  superfluous  flesh, 
is  not  that  what  so  man  ynon-sporting  women 
are  trying  to  reduce  themselves  to,  by  meant*, 
too  often,  of  deleterious  drugs?

He 
died  at  the  railway  station  of  Astopava,  in  the 
arms  of  his  daughter  Alexandra,  while  his  wife
